Walking to the new Pride 
Center at Hayes and Fillmore 
engenders a certain trepida¬ 
tion. Although there is some 
Gay population in the neigh¬ 
borhood, the environs are pre¬ 
dominantly Black and slightly 
foreign to the Gay used to 
other neighborhoods. Street 
life is not only intense, but in¬ 
tensely different from current 
Gay modes. The edifice itself at 
first glance is austere and fore¬ 
boding as a prison. Yet this is 
the site of the Hayes Valley 
Community Center, to be ad¬ 
ministered by the Pride Foun¬ 
dation, both meeting the needs 
and mingling the divergent 
populations of Gay groups and 
neighborhood residents as 
well. 

The hesitant mood is cast off 
immediately upon sighting the 
broad steps and warm front 
doors of what used to be the 
Tobin Mansion. Built between 
1886 and 1890, spacious 
warmth is the keynote of the

entire building. Numerous fire¬ 
places, extensive decorative 
wood paneling, and high ceil¬ 
ings all add a luster and gra¬ 
ciousness that make one im¬ 
mediately welcome. The gen¬ 
tility of another era is redolent 
in this pre-earthquake building, 
with the atmospheric touches 
of a dumbwaiter and speaking 
tubes between floors enhancing 
the feeling. The broad side en¬ 
trance and a wrought iron ele¬ 
vator cage make it completely 
wheelchair accessible. Off- 
street parking adds conve¬ 
nience, and a proposed coffee 
house overlooking a quiet 
garden will be both convenient 
and charming. Everywhere 
richly stained wood, etched 
glass, and ornamental plaster- 
work add optimistic warmth. 
The atmosphere of the building 
itself seems to assure success in 
the development of a center 
that will meet the needs of both 
Gays and other minority group 
neighborhood residents. 


A community center serving 
the Gay population of San 
Francisco is a dream that has 
been frustrated many times. 
The Gay Center at 330 Grove, 
run by the Pride Foundation, 
was forced to close, and efforts 
during the intervening years to 
secure federal funding for a 
Gay Center were fruitless. 
Mayor Feinstein made a pledge 
after Harvey Milk’s assassina¬ 
tion to help the community se¬ 
cure funds through the Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). The 
Harvey Milk Neighborhood 
Center, Inc., just on the verge 
of receiving this grant, has 
backed out over certain dis¬ 
agreements, mainly concerning 
the amount of money available 
and uses that the proposed 
center at Hayes and Fillmore 
will be put to. 

The Pride Foundation, un¬ 
daunted, went ahead with a

Gays Gird Their Loins 
For TV’s Moral War

In the two weeks that have 
followed TV Channel 4’s dis¬ 
covery that local fundamental¬ 
ists are preparing a “Moral 
War” against San Francisco, 
numerous meetings, press con¬ 
ferences, and public statements 
have been spreading across the 
city. 

Selected as a major target 
(extermination?) commanders 
of the Gay community here 
have been conferring and 
mobilizing their resources. The 
question in situation after situ¬ 
ation was what does the Moral 
Majority have in mind specifi¬ 


cally and how does one re¬ 
spond to if. 

The first meeting was two 
weeks ago when Gay clergy of 
all denominations held a press 
conference of shock and pro¬ 
test at MCC. Next Harry Britt 
gathered a group. On Friday, 
Feb. 13, another group under 
the guidance of Paul Hardman 
assembled in the State Office 
Building auditorium. These 
larger assemblages were given 
heavy press coverage — par¬ 
ticularly Channel 4 who had a 
live story going and needed 
more footage. 

Mayor Dianne Feinstein 
issued a stinging response to 
the purported plans of the Rev¬ 
erends Zone, Mcllhenny and 
Wycoff. No place here, she 
said, for zealots. She could 
have been thinking of round 
heads. 

By week’s end 4’s ratings 
were soaring and the reverends 
were soon backpedaling — dis¬ 
avowing the extremists in their 
holy camp and Zone was brag¬ 
ging (or so it seemed for such a 
happy turn of events) of five 
phone call death threats. Harry 
Britt was flown to New York for 
ABC’s “Good Morning Ameri¬ 
ca.” He did well say viewers. 
Tom Snyder of the “Tomor¬ 
row” show has been stalking 
the sudden celebrity — Rev. 
Zone. 

CRIR — the Gay Republi¬ 
cans — gathered, called a press 
conference — established a 
new nation-wide organization

Former Milk Aide Victim 


Vicious Attack Provokes 
Shocking Recourse

Another beating. Another at¬ 
tack. Adjectives like “unpro¬ 
voked” and “senseless,” mean¬ 
ingless in the first place, give 
way to verbs like “premeditat¬ 
ed” and “encouraged.” En¬ 
couraged — by the moral cli¬ 
mate in which we live and the 
laxity of witnesses and police to 
take action. 

Such are the views espoused 
by the most recent victim of 
street violence, Carl Carlsen. 
Carlsen, investigative reporter, 
writer, and one-time aide and 
confidant of Harvey Milk, 
proved more vocal than most 
would be in the same circum¬ 
stances. Though in obvious 
pain, he insisted on relating the 
story of his attack and the ideas 
for Gay action that have been 
on his mind. 

Carlsen spoke to this report¬ 
er on Monday the 23rd from 
his bed in Franklin Hospital, 
where he’d been since the pre¬ 
vious Saturday, and was likely 
to remain for several more 
days. Though suffering from a 
major concussion, separated 
ribs, and complaining of the 
numerous lumps on his head, 
skin scraped from his face, and 
dried clots of blood, Carlsen re¬ 
lated the events of Saturday 
night. 

At approximately midnight 
he was waiting for the inbound 
30-Stockton at 4th and Market 
with “more than a dozen other 
people.” The victim said, “I 
was suddenly accosted by a 
Latino youth and hurled 
through the wooden doors* of

want to be,” he claimed. Daw¬ 
son foresees some of the politi¬ 
cal clubs maintaining offices 
and meeting space here, al¬ 
though the center should not 
have a political focus. 

The Hayes Valley Neighbor¬ 
hood Center already has some 
critics in the Gay community, 
and Dawson expects some 
opposition. The tensions be¬ 
tween neighborhood residents 
and Gays are an obvious ob¬ 
stacle, but Dawson views this 
as an integral part of the cen¬ 
ter’s importance. He feels the 
center can help alleviate inter¬ 
community tensions, and said 
that members of the Black and 
Gay communities have so far 
been enthusiastic. The Alamo 
Square Association has been 
helpful in establishing a positive 
feeling among neighborhood 
residents, and several neigh¬ 


borhood groups have already 
inquired about rental of space. 

Asked why he pursued this 
building, with its various com¬ 
mitments to neighborhood use, 
instead of pursuing a totally 
Gay center, Dawson answered 
with his usual positive air, “I’d 
rather the Gay community had 
half a loaf if it can’t have a full 
loaf.” 

So although the word Gay 
doesn’t appear in its title, the 
Hayes Valley Community Cen¬ 
ter will have a specific Gay 
orientation, and will perhaps 
bring about the needed peace¬ 
ful juxtapositions of Gays and 
other ethnic groups that will 
engender greater harmony in 
our daily life. ■

proposal and has been granted 
$375,000 in seed funding. This 
is enough to secure and reno¬ 
vate the building, and Pride 
Foundation President Del 
Dawson says he hopes to have 
the new Hayes Valley Commu¬ 
nity Center functioning within 
six months. 

Under conditions specified 
by the federal funding, the cen¬ 
ter will not be exclusively Gay, 
as indicated in the change of 
name from The Harvey Milk 
Neighborhood Center. The 
Hayes Valley Community Cen¬ 
ter must try and meet the needs 
of its neighborhood, and will 
offer employment and job 
training, legal and housing in¬ 
formation and referral, drug 
and alcohol abuse counseling, 
senior citizens’ and day care 
services as well as whatever 
Gay oriented programs it sees 
fit. 


The building, with a total of 
44,000 square feet of space, 
should be flexible enough to 
meet any requirements placed 
on it, although Dawson fore¬ 
sees much renovation. “This is 
a major property,” said Daw¬ 
son, “and we want to be sure 
everything is right.” The build¬ 
ing needs to meet all code re¬ 
quirements. Even though it’s

pre-earthquake and rode 
through the recent quakes with 
no damage, minor seismic test¬ 
ing needs to be done now that 
the building has changed 
hands. Fire doors are needed, 
although the sisters fortunately 
maintained a complete sprink¬ 
ler system. (Installation of a 
new sprinkler system can run to 
a million dollars.) Some electri¬ 
cal work will need to be done 
as well, with more lines added. 

To help community mem¬ 
bers visualize the center’s pos¬ 
sible uses and introduce them 
to its unique ambience, the 
Pride Foundation is opening 
the building to the public on 
Sunday, March 15, and Satur¬ 
day, March 21, from 2-4pm, 
featuring tours and a no-host 
bar. Everyone is welcome to 
see the variety of space the 
building offers. 

Major renovation depends, 
of course, on determined uses 
for the building’s many rooms. 
Since a day care center seems 
a likely occupant, its location 
must be chosen and rooms re¬ 
arranged. Dual bathrooms 
need to be constructed. The 
multiplicity of use expected of 
the building is great, and reno¬ 
vation could become a time- 
consuming proposition. Since 
under federal terms contracts 


must go out for bidding, some 
time will be tied up before actu¬ 
al work can begin. 

Besides an industrial kitchen 
and large dining room, the 
building has an auditorium suit¬ 
able for dances and large meet¬ 
ings. This used to be a chapel 
for the sisters. They had con¬ 
structed a stage in another siz¬ 
able room, which is in totally 
functioning shape. Add to 
these specialties a score of 
meeting rooms and it becomes 
obvious that the space provid¬ 
ed within the center is extreme¬ 
ly accommodating. Theatre 
Rhinoceros has expressed in¬ 
terest in use of the theater, and 
a seniors’ group is considering 
leasing the dining room and 
kitchen to begin a daily lunch 
program. 

This program would provide 
the initial income for the build¬ 
ing. Although a $322,000 
down payment has been made 
and there is a five year sched¬ 
ule of building payments, the 
total building cost of 3 /4 million 
dollars can only be met by the 
building generating its own in¬ 
come. Dawson feels Gay 
groups should be operating out 
of the building and named the 
Parade Committee and March¬ 
ing Band as likely occupants. 
“They shoulcf be here if they

Gay Victims of 
Muni Violence 


Gordon Armstrong, well- 
known public defender and 
Gay activist, was the latest vic¬ 
tim of violence on the Muni. 
Armstrong was hit in the face, 
knocking off his glasses and 
cutting his right eye, after he 
went to the aid of fellow pas¬ 
sengers. Armstrong was riding 
on the 8-Market bus Friday,

Feb. 20, around 8pm. The 
assailant got on the bus at 
Hyde and Market without pay¬ 
ing his fare and immediately 
began harassing and assaulting 
passengers. He singled out a 
Gay Asian, then an elderly wo¬ 
man. Armstrong described the 
bully as “a Black male in his 
late 30’s; he had been drink¬ 
ing.” 

The one-time highway pa¬ 
trolman stood and told the 
assailant that if he didn’t sit 
down and leave people alone 
he would “book” him. With 
that the assailant threw himself 
at Armstrong, who had taken a 
position in the aisle. After Arm¬ 
strong was assaulted, the pas¬ 
sengers in the bus — chiefly the 
Gay passengers — rose up and 
threw the assailant off the bus. 

The assailant, ejected at 
Haight and Market, ran across 
Market Street, causing a four- 
car accident as he raced 
through traffic. The SFPD ar¬ 
rived and Armstrong jumped in 
one of the cars and pursued the 
attacker down Valencia, where 
he was apprehended at 
Duboce — already involved in 
another altercation said Arm¬ 
strong. 

The attacker was arrested, 
jailed, and has a court date of 
March 3. He has a record of 
two prior arrests for felonious 
assault.

called “Cornerstone” and man¬ 
aged to get media Gay celebrity 
Leonard Matlovich to pledge 
$3,000 of his $160,000 Air 
Force bonanza to fund the 
movement. This item caught 
the media’s eye and ear, and 
club president Duke Armstrong 
was deluged with inquiries. 
Counter-attacking conserva¬ 
tive Republicans made heady 
media fare. 

What started as a “Moral 
War” was soon looking like a 
“Media War” with participants 
and onlookers waiting for the 
next move of the Moral Major¬ 
ity or one of their score of satel¬ 
lites The questions went back 
and forth. Would they make a 
frontal assault with street mis¬ 
sionaries, direct mailings, 
radio, TV, and press advertis¬ 
ing? Whatever the strategy it 
would take money — in the 
form of an investment in the 
hopes of raising twenty times as 
much for the church treasuries. 
Homosexuality has proven it¬ 
self a profitable item in the 

Moral Majority grab bag. In a 
recent direct mailing the subject 
was given all the pages, and 
Jerry Falwell exhorted his 
angels the situation was so bad 
that they had to double their 
monthly investment in buying a 
piece of eternal glory. (Renais¬ 
sance Italians used to pay huge 
sums to have their departed 
relatives painted larger than life 
on church walls surrounded by 
angels, saints, and the Holy 
Family — all in the hopes that if 


seen in good company would 
nudge St. Peter at the pearly 
gates. The less imaginative 
merely bought indulgences at 
discount prices.) No one has 
yet inquired if the building of a 
St. Peter’s in 16th century 
Rome is any different from 
building a TV empire in 20th 
century America. One can only 
speculate who will be Jerry Fal- 
well’s Martin Luther? 

The concern did not abate 
this week, as Supervisor Britt’s 
office called a second and larg¬ 


er convening of Gay colonels. 
Each participant was expected 
to represent some constituency 
or battallion. Invitations were at 
a premium; some going as far 
as to invent constituencies. It 
was quickly decided to dust off 
the war machinery from the 
three-year old “No on 6” cam¬ 
paign. Again the questions 
were raised, “What is the 
enemy doing?” The best intelli¬ 
gence was that a press confer¬ 
ence was to be held.by Zone in 
Burlingame next Monday. 



On the positive side it was 
agreed to set up a skeletal 
organization to hold in readi¬ 
ness and which can be acti¬ 
vated within 24 hours. It was 
agreed to spike the enemy’s 
guns provided they could be 
located, and letters will go out 
to all radio and TV stations re¬ 
minding them of inflammatory 
advertising (as potentially 
criminal) and of media fairness 
guidelines of equal time. 

It wasn’t long before the 
united front began to experi¬ 
ence its first internal assault. In 
rapid fire private agendas were 
introduced: housing, women’s 
issues, racism, the disabled. 
The dissonant note ran: how 
can we attend to fighting for 
our rights and our lives if we 
didn’t attend to these other 
issues either before or at the 
same time. The situation began 
to deteriorate rapidly and 
reached a crisis stage when one 
woman announced with what 
appeared to be a trace of relish 
— it’s not our problem, “Gay 
men are in trouble.” 

Chairman and Britt aide Bill 
Kraus sought successfully to get 
the. troops back on track and 
the strategy session adjourned 
after nearly two smoky hours 
with fears that the clean air 
contingent were about to make 
their move. The group will 
meet on a regular basis and 
urged the Gay press to give it 
dress blue treatment. ■

an adjacent shoe-shine stand.” 
Rallying to his attack, the 41- 
year old Carlsen grabbed the 
boy by his T-shirt and slammed 
him up against the wall. At that 
point two friends of the boy 
came to help him and were 
able to throw Carlsen to the 
ground where they kicked and 
beat him around his head. Dur¬ 
ing the long minute during 
which his attackers had him on 
the ground, none of the on¬ 
lookers took any action to stop 
the incident, although one 
street-wise hipster repeatedly 
offered the advice to Carlsen 
that he “Be cool, man.” Whan 
a bus arrived, the crowd, amaz¬ 
ingly including the attackers, 
boarded the bus and the driver 
drove off, leaving Carlsen on 
the ground and the attackers 
free to disappear at an upcom¬ 
ing stop. The driver not only 
offered no help, no offer to call 
the police, but actually provid¬ 
ed sanctuary for the attackers. 

While waiting on a Market 
Street island to catch a bus 
home after the attack, Carlsen, 
bloodied and barely able to 
stand, was approached by San 
Francisco Police car number 
126. The police looked at Carl¬ 
sen and then drove off. Once 
again, no questions, no offer of 
help. The police don’t like to 
dirty themselves or their cars 
with what they probably as¬ 
sume to be another bloody 
drunk. 

After lying down on a bench 
for a while, Carlsen was able to 
taxi home, where a friend took 
him to Franklin Hospital. 

Carlsen worked for Harvey 
Milk and was with Milk in his 
office when he was assassinat¬ 
ed. “You learn a lot from being 
with a man like that,” he claims. 
“You become realistic. I can 
isolate the pain, get rid of it. 
What bothers me is that I can 
get well and go out there and 
have somebody attack me 
again.” 

“Some of us will be killed,” 
orated Carlsen. “It’s time to set 


aside the 1968 Haight Street 
Love and Understanding and 
the 1970’s philosophy of get¬ 
ting people to understand. 
That won’t stop people who 
aren’t educated from beating us 
up.” 

Carlsen’s method of reach¬ 
ing the class level of attackers is 
“to speak to them in their own 
language.” To this end he en¬ 
visions a Gay Shooting Club 
where Gays can be taught to 
handle hand pistols and other 
varieties of guns at the San 
JMateo Shooting Range. After 
proficiency is attained, a press 
conference would be held 
which would naturally get 
prime attention from our sen¬ 
sationalists dailies. This, Carl¬ 
sen believes, would show 
America that Gay people are 
learning how to protect them¬ 
selves. Carlsen terms it a “psy¬ 
chological warfare front,” 
which would cause the average 
American to think (said Carl¬ 
sen), “Maybe he sells ribbons 
for a living, but he may shoot 
my head off.” 

Carlsen asks for a volunteer 
to orchestrate the program, his 
current disabilities limiting his 
activity. 

Although only advocating 
the brandishing of firearms, ex¬ 
pecting the resultant publicity 
to dissuade “Gay-bashers” 
from their sport, the use of 
guns in any context is shocking 
to many. Yet Carlsen con¬ 
cludes eloquently, “We didn’t 
need a martyr in Harvey. We 
don’t need one in me. I heard 
Harvey’s screams; I don’t want 
to hear screams anymore. We 
have to get off our asses and do 
it.” 

The Gay community has al¬ 
ready accustomed itself to 
whistles and Mace. Some be¬ 
lieve legislation, education, 
and performing groups can 
change the public. Carlsen, 
beaten, bloodied, resilient, 
offers a path many will refuse 
to take. ■

Labor Decision 
Overturns

As a result of “heavy anti- 
union animus” by the manage¬ 
ment of Church Street Station, 
a large Gay restaurant on Up¬ 
per Market Street, the National 
Labor Relations Board has 
ordered that previous election 
results be overturned. A new 
election date has been set for 
March 31. 

Local 2 was also awarded an 
unusual settlement allowing 
union staff to organize on the 
premises. Similar settlements 
were given to the ACTWU dur¬ 
ing organizing drives at J.P. 
Stevens, but have seldom been 
seen in the Bay Area.

A News Analysis 

“S«F« Chronicle" 
Invents Cay Story 
To Scare Readers

This past Monday the San 
Francisco Chronicle published 
two main news section stories 
(page 4) both by Warren Hin- 
ckle which seriously bring into 
question the newspaper’s 
understanding of San Francis¬ 
co’s Gay community and its 
journalistic credibility. 

The main story was titled 
“Preparing to Fight in the Gay- 
Christian War.” A full third of 
the story is the distorted lifting 
of a letter which appeared in 
the last “Open Forum” section 
of this newspaper. The article is 
filled with comments which not 
only are inaccurate but written 
with the primary objective of 
polarizing the readers of the 
Chronicle. The columnist im¬ 
plies that there is going to be a 
Gay-Christian War in San Fran¬ 
cisco. It would seem that he 
found the prospects of such a 
clash amusing. He, and the 
Chronicle, seem to ignore the 
fact that his subject relates to 
real live human beings. Many 
of these people are concerned 
and many are frightened. This 
article carries the same type of 
humor as a major story would if 
the implications were that the 
Klu Klux Klan were planning 
some type of invasion into the 
Western Addition. The article 
also would imply to the reader 
that members of many, if not 
all, Christian religions were 
planning a major effort to 
somehow destroy the Gay and 
Lesbian community of San 
Francisco. It would also lead 
readers to expect the encour¬ 
agement of violence by theolo¬ 
gians sympathetic to the Gay 
community. 

In fact, nothing could be fur¬ 
ther from the truth. To date, no 
clergyman, Gay or straight, has 
advocated violence of any kind 
against any person related to 
“In God We Trust, Inc.,” the 
only organization which has 
stated plans for any large-scale 
anti-Gay activity in San Fran¬ 
cisco. To the contrary, ministers 
and priests from virtually every 
major religious denomination, 
both Gay and straight, have 
stepped forward to encourage 
San Francisco’s Gay commu¬ 
nity to act with responsibility 
and with courage. 

Hinckle’s portrayal of San 
Francisco and specifically the 
Castro District as an actual 
physical battleground is not 
only an insult to every Lesbian 
and Gay man, it is a tremen¬ 
dous underestimation of the 
citizens of San Francisco. 

The comments of the Hin- 
ckle article were carried further 
in a second story spin-off by 
Hinckle which does not carry a 
byline. This item states that 
there is a serious division in 
San Francisco’s Gay commu¬ 
nity with a distortion of a letter 
to the paper which was reprint¬ 
ed in the December 31 edition. 
It should be stated that the pol¬ 
icy of the B.A.R. is to be as 
open a forum as possible to 
fully represent the diversity of 
the community it serves. In that 
spirit, a letter was received 
which was too lengthy to fit 
space requirements in the 
“Open Forum” section. For this 
reason, it was reprinted as a 
guest column by David Os¬ 
borne. In the letter, Osborne 
stated that his New Year’s reso¬ 
lution was to get at least one 
friend to move to the city. It 
was his premise that San Fran¬ 
cisco would be a stronger city if 
more Lesbians and Gay men 


moved to San Francisco. That 
was his viewpoint and it was 
printed. In a subsequent issue, 
another letter appeared in 
opposition to the views of 
David Osborne. Because of the 
style of the letter, the B.A.R. 
editor, Paul Lorch, chose not 
only to run the letter but add a 
few comments of his own. His 
comments were summed up by 
the statement, “Gays are not 
the problem, homophobia is — 
and some homosexuals are 
equally gripped with the 
disease.” 

So as we discuss the “dis¬ 
ease,” let’s get back to Warren 
Hinckle. He took a critical letter 
that looked like it was challeng¬ 
ing a B.A.R. editorial position. 
He did no further checking. 
The San Francisco Chronicle 
without checking printed War¬ 
ren Hinckle’s conclusion that 
the Bay Area Reporter was 
advocating the importation of 
400,000 Lesbians and Gay 
men to San Francisco. Simply 
stated, that is not the position 
of the Bay Area Reporter. Sec¬ 
ondly, he invented a conflict 
between the editorial positions 
of the four Gay papers where 
none existed. In short, Hinckle 
invented a story. The fabrica¬ 
tion was picked up by many 
local radio stations and broad¬ 
cast all day as a serious news 
item. 

What the newspaper does 
advocate is the position that it 
reflect the diversity of the com¬ 
munity which it serves. This is 
not the position of the San 
Francisco Chronicle. It has re¬ 
peatedly shown its contempt 
for the Gay men and Lesbians 
of San Francisco. It would 
seem to relish in this continuing 
position. 

As one reads the Hinckle 
column, a reader of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s largest newspaper does 
not have to have a long mem¬ 
ory to think of the headline 
tying the fire at the Las Vegas 
Hilton to a Gay man having sex 
while smoking a joint. The 
joint, of course, supposedly 
started the mammoth fire. Or 
that disco turns mice “Gay.” 

One can think back to the 
memorial march for Harvey 
Milk and George Moscone 
when the only thing the paper 
felt worthy of report was the 
anticipation of violence which 
never transpired. 

One can only wonder at 
what went through the minds 
of the management of the San 
Francisco Chronicle when they 
learned that a prominent Gay 
San Francisco man rescued 
their columnist Charles 
McCabe from literally dying. If 
the man had not been Gay, 
you could most likely have ex¬ 
pected a marvelous editorial 
exuding words of virtuous serv¬ 
ice to the community. As it 
was, they didn’t even call and 
say a simple, “Thank you.” 

Lest anybody get the incor¬ 
rect impression, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Chronicle does not repre¬ 
sent the viewpoint of the 
majority of San Franciscans. As 
a matter of fact, they derive 
their largest readership from 
people who live outside San 
Francisco. That is a shame be¬ 
cause San Francisco is a city of 
many people with much to 
contribute and as a vibrant city 
it needs a newspaper with a 
large circulation that expresses 
the varied views of its citizens. 
At this point in time, the San 
Francisco Chronicle is neglect¬ 
ful of its responsibility to the city 
from which it takes its name.

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Lest We Forget 

This week Supervisor Carol Ruth Silver took a barrage of 
abuse for sending out a letter of sympathy to Mississippi 
Congressman Jon Hinson. Hinson was entrapped several 
weeks previously in the men’s room in the congressional 
office building and charged with “oral sodomy” (sic). The 
response from his office was a buttoned lip and the Con¬ 
gressman took to a hospital bed to escape the heat. 

This was the third scrape Republican Hinson had with 
homosexual booby traps. And in his most recent campaign 
vociferously denied he was, had been, or ever would be a 
homosexual. Needless to say Hinson’s attitude and alleged 
activity were not met here with rousing empathy or a call to 
the colors. It was for this very state of affairs we fought the 
battle of the Jaguar Book Store. The general attitude was let 
him stew in his own juice. 

Silver had the Clerk of the Board write a letter of regret 
on Board of Supervisors stationery. The letter complained 
of police priorities and entrapment and hoped Hinson’s 
“problem . . . will soon be over.” 

For her gesture of concern Silver took a trashing in the 
media, and her fellow Supervisors swam a wide swath. 

Before we — all too glibly throw Hinson to the homo- 
phobic wolves, let us back-peddle on a few of those cliche- 
ridden truisms. 

Hinson for all his folly — is not a liberated Gay: he is more 
than possibly a predominant heterosexual with a crippling 
homosexual problem. He has been arrested and charged. He 
is a victim of entrapment. And while accused he remains — 
by our own system — innocent. Yet we all well know he is 
ruined — his congressional career is finished. This is a trag¬ 
edy — not just for him alone — but for us all. 

And I think this is what Carol Ruth Silver perceived. In a 
case like this it is easy to be all judge and jury, righteous, 
pragmatic, and hard-nosed. 

It’s one thing to hit a man when he is down; it is another 
to walk away, Pontius Pilate-like (as was all too typical in the 
local Gay milieu). It is another to reach out and offer the 
balm of concern. Compassion is a gesture based on a higher 
order of conscience.

BATH RAIDS IN TORONTO 

★ There is something deeply tragic about the latest 
report of anti-gay sentiment surfacing in Toronto, 
Canada — the raids on bathhouses and the arrest of 
approximately 300 men on various charges of public 
immorality. The tragedy lies not just in the act itself 
which, although totally saddening does not offend 
asmuch as the revelation that the Gay Rights move-, 
ments of the 70’s have had such little effect on the 
North American legal and political community. Just 
as it appeared as though real progress had been 
made, the raids last week applied one more vicious. 
1 stripe to our backs, one more indignant slap to our 
faces. “How long, Oh Lord, how long ...” That is the 
true tragedy. 

The weight of this realization is already seen to be 
more than a lot of us will be able to bear. “Who cares 
about another bath raid?” you may find yourself ask¬ 
ing. “Why is this any different than what’s been hap¬ 
pening all along?” The answer is, of course, that it 
ISN’T any different — except that where in 1975 such 
an act would have created visible indignance and 
organized resistance, there is now a danger of cynical 
apathy and disgust setting in on our ports. 

Many of us will be tempted to write off the whole 
experience as just a sorry event in sorry times — an 
excuse for complaints over cocktails. How many of us 
secretly harbor the conviction that the baths are little 
more than dens of vice and that those involved got 
what they deserved? Such counter-productive 
thought merely accentuates that futility that many of 
us experience by downgrading our entire lifestyle, by 
busting those aspects of it that don’t meet with pre¬ 
determined heterosexist attitudes of life, love and the 
pursuit of pleasure. (We have all been diminished at 
the very moment that we thought acknowledgement 
was imminent.) 

The worst thing about intolerance is that it moti¬ 
vates. Successful convictions of those men involved 
in the‘upcoming court cases will mean, as it has al¬ 
ways meant, that those forces bent on destroying the 
Gay Rights movements as they now exist will have 
the potent weapon of legal precedence strapped to 
their shoulders for use in future confrontations. 

We must not sacrifice the unity, and comradely (sic) 
sense of purpose that has budded between gays in the 
past decade. The crisis, the central crisis of non- 
acceptance which has dominated each of our life- 
histories, is still ongoing. When the time comes to 
support the victims of the Toronto raids, do what you 
can. Financial or moral support is necessary. With so 
much to gain or lose in this affair, I don’t think any of 
us can afford a stance of non-committal inaction.

Carol Ruth Silver 
Offers Statement 


The tempest of reaction to 
Supervisor Carol Ruth Silver’s 
letter to Representative Hinson 
prompted Silver to issue a state¬ 
ment concerning the event, as 
well as a packet of documents 
giving further credence to her 
actions. 

The Board meeting at which 
Silver requested the letter be 
sent was broadcast. Wire serv¬ 
ices picked up the story at that 
time, and were handling it be¬ 
fore the letter was even written 
on the following day. The letter 
was mailed Tuesday, Feb. 10, 
yet newspapers ran stories of 
the letter’s purported content 
on the 9th, and the morning of 
the 10th, before the letter was 
written. Not one of them 
quoted the letter. Most dwelt 
on the seamier aspects of Hin¬ 
son’s involvement, and the 
Chronicle said that Silver 
“snorted” as she dictated the 
letter, indicating a certain hos¬ 
tility. None dealt accurately 
with the event, and the media’s 
intent seemed to be to malign. 

The simple letter to Hinson 
ran thusly: “The Supervisor 
desires to express her regret 
that the Capitol Police appar¬ 
ently find it necessary to con¬ 


duct investigations into such in¬ 
cidents involving so called 
victimless’ crime. The Super¬ 
visor believes that law enforce¬ 
ment officers’ time would be 
better spent investigating and 
dealing with the ever rising 
number of cases of violent 
crimes which plague our na¬ 
tion’s cities.” 

In her statement of February 
16, Silver repudiated as “dis¬ 
tortion and sensationalization 
by the media” the suggestion 
that she approved of public sex 
in restrooms. Silver approach¬ 
ed the incident as an unhappy 
misallocation of police re¬ 
sources and stressed the fact 
that occurrences in Washing¬ 
ton, D C., set the tone and 
policies for the entire nation. 
Far from endorsing sex in rest¬ 
rooms, Silver pointed out the 
high crime rate in Washington 
to demonstrate that the police 
might have been better em¬ 
ployed elsewhere than “peep¬ 
ing through hidden apertures 
into restrooms.” 

After repeating her platform 
regarding the rational priorities 
in police resource allocation, 
Silver’s statement takes into ac- 
count the human side of the

problem. “The kind of publicity 
which has been focused upon 
him reflects much more than 
the fact, that a Congressman 
has been caught in a relatively 
minor crime; it reflects also the 
emotionally loaded nature of 
that offense.” 

“We are all the products of a 
sexually repressive society. It ill 
behooves those who, like my¬ 
self, are dedicated to opposing 
that repression, to heap con¬ 
tempt upon one” whose crime 
was, as stated, relatively minor. 
“These issues are quite active 
and relevant in California, as 
our courts struggle continuous¬ 
ly with constitutional issues of 


privacy, entrapment and illegal 
search and surveillance.” 

Silver feels, despite the diffi¬ 
culty of dealing with such an 
emotional issue, that psycho¬ 
logical study and public discus¬ 
sion of such activities as liaisons 
in public restrooms must con¬ 
tinue, “particularly in relation 
to society’s repression of more 
attractive options.” 

“Finally, I must state as a 
reason for this letter that I was 
moved by my compassion for a 
troubled man, no matter what 
his crimes. I hope and pray that 
I shall never lose my ability to 
feel such compassion.” 


Following this comprehen¬ 
sive and moving statement is a 
document detailing FBI crime 
statistics, showing that Wash¬ 
ington’s policemen would have 
been of much more value on 
the streets than in the johns. 
Another document, from Wil¬ 
liam Paul of the Social Science 
Program at San Francisco State 
University, includes some inter¬ 
esting facts gleaned from a 
study entitled Tearoom Trade 
by Dr. Laud Humphreys. Only 
a tiny percentage of men who 
seek furtive sex in restrooms 
are self-identified Gay men. 
The majority repudiate any 
Gay identity, and 54% are 
married', living with wives and 
children in middle class areas, 
like outwardly respectable 
heterosexuals; 84% have reli¬ 
gious affiliations. What they, 
tend to have in common, the 
report says, is “deep sexual 
shame, repressed sexuality, self 
hatred and emotional stress.” 

Despite the shabby treatment 
from the press, Silver has been 
defended and cheered by her 
constituents. Silver aide Bob 
Schmidt tells of the thousand 
people who cheered Silver’s 
appearance in the Chinese 
New Year’s Parade, shouting 
out, “Write another letter, 
Carol!” 

This support, say 'Silver staff 
members, prove that the Su¬ 
pervisor’s priorities in police 
duties, and her feelings of com¬ 
passion were not misplaced, 
only misrepresented by a press 
anxious for sensational news.

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CRIR Responds to 
Moral Majority 
With New Group 


Duke Armstrong, President 
of Concerned Republicans for 
Individual Rights, and Kevin 
Wadsworth, Chair of State and 
National Affairs and former 
President of CRIR announced 
this week the formation of 
CORNERSTONE at a press 
conference held at the Press 
Club of San Francisco. 

Cornerstone, a conservative 
coalition founded to protect 
and defend the Bill of Rights, is 
in its formulative stages. It will 
be non-partisan and its mem¬ 
bership solicited and derived 
from concerned citizens from 
all walks of life. 


A major fund-raising effort 
will be initiated with the funds 
to be used to create a national 
“civics class” to reacquaint our 
citizens with the Bill of Rights 
and the Constitution. 

Armstrong commented, “It is 
the intent of Cornerstone to re¬ 
mind the citizens of our country 
that equal protection under the 
law is not dictated nor may it be 
amended by any so-called 
moral majorities. Those who 
advocate the denial of rights to 
anyone are far less than moral 
and are certainly not a major¬ 
ity.”

Cornerstone in its formation 
and development. With Messrs. 
Armstrong and Matlovich was 
Kevin Wadsworth who outlined 
the concept and direction of 
Cornerstone. 

The name Cornerstone is 
derived from references to the 
Bill of Rights as the cornerstone 
of our Republic. Cornerstone, 
therefore, will emphasize the 
rights afforded all citizens by 
the Bill of Rights and Constitu¬ 
tion. 

Cornerstone will be incorpo¬ 
rated as a not-for-profit educa¬ 
tional foundation; its purpose 
being to reacquaint the Ameri¬ 
can public with the Bill of 
Rights — its history and appli¬ 
cation. 


It is not a Republican or a Gay 
organization. Its development 
was generated by members of 
Concerned Republicans for In¬ 
dividual Rights, a Gay organ¬ 
ization. Cornerstone has no 
official, technical or direct affili¬ 
ation with CRIR. 

Steps are under way to cre¬ 
ate a formal Board of Directors 
and Advisory Board for Cor¬ 


nerstone. A membership drive 
will commence in the next few 
weeks, here and throughout 
the nation.

Another scandal has rocked 
the Pilgrim Theatre, one of 
Boston’s more lurid combat 
zone X-rated film houses. Back 
in 1974 former U.S. House of 
Representatives Ways & Means 
Chairman Wilbur Mills appear¬ 
ed drunk onstage at the Pilgrim 
with Argentinian stripper 
Fanne Fox. Mills was driven 
from office and the Pilgrim has 
been showing straight pornog¬ 
raphy after a brief attempt to 
bring live burlesque back to 
Boston. 

On January 23, the body of 
a 51-year old Roman Catholic 
priest was found dead in the 
second balcony of the theater. 
Rumors that Father Joseph 
Patrick McDonough was found 
dead in the rectory of St. 
Anne’s in Wollaston where he 
served as associate pastor were 
circulated in the straight media. 
McDonough was a close rela¬ 
tive of the Boston city councilor 
and school committeeman of 
the same surname. 

Other rumors which suggest¬ 
ed that the priest had died as a 
result of strangulation, suffoca¬ 
tion or foul play were set aside 
by a coroner’s report which list¬ 
ed the immediate cause of 
death as arteriosclerotic heart 


disease and hypertension. 

Although the Pilgrim Theatre 
usually shows soft-core sex 
films aimed at a straight male 
audience, one of the cinema’s 
regulars stated, “There’s no 
one here at night — especially 
in the second balcony — who’s 
not queer looking for some 
action.” The priest had been 
dead for over eight hours be¬ 
fore the theater’s staff found 
the corpse beneath a row of 
seats. By that point rigor mortis 
had already set in. One witness 
to the body’s removal com¬ 
mented, “You’d think they’d at 
least have pulled his pants up.”

Lia Belli, candidate for Presi¬ 
dent of the California State 
Democratic Committee, made 
an appearance before Stone¬ 
wall to inform the membership 
of her qualifications for that 
office.

the atrocities surrounding the 
death of Mr. Cordova. 

Concluding the evening’s 
activities was a slide presenta¬ 
tion by Sheriff Michael Hen¬ 
nessey of the present condi¬ 
tions and future needs of our 
jails. An appeal was made by 
the Sheriff to our members 
who are elected officials to 
make on-sight inspections of 
the conditions in the jails. This, 
he stated, would sensitize them 
to the needs of the present 
facilities when budget requests 
come before them.

The conference will focus ex¬ 
clusively on the legal mechan¬ 
ics of winning courtroom bat¬ 
tles involving all aspects of Gay 
civil rights. There will be exten¬ 
sive study of important prece¬ 
dents and case strategies from 
jurisdictions around the coun¬ 
try. Some of the topics of the 
conference’s many workshops 
include: Race Discrimination 
in the Gay Community, Gay Is¬ 
sues in the Armed Forces, Is¬ 
sues of Anti-Gay Job Bias, The 
Rights and Problems of Gay 
Youth, Legal Problems Involv¬ 
ing Financial, Property and In¬ 
heritance and other Relation¬ 
ship Issues Among Gays, Is¬ 
sues in Police Abuse, Electoral 
Politics, Adoption, Access to 
Media, Immigration Problems, 
and Issues in Enacting and 
Challenging Local Ordinances. 
There will be workshops simu¬ 
lating actual courtroom con¬ 
frontations between defense 
teams and psychologists, jury 
selection, and how to combat 
moral and legal sanctions in the 
courtroom. 

The keynote speaker will be 
the Hon. Stephen Lachs, 
Judge, California Superior 
Court. In addition there will be 
speakers from the ACLU, 
Harvard Law School, Pitts¬ 
burgh Law School, and the 
New York Law School Liaison 
to the International Lesbian 
and Gay Association, along 
with the President of the Lamb¬ 
da Legal Defense and Educa¬ 
tion Fund, and a representative 
from the Feminist Law Collec¬ 
tive and the Chairperson of the 
Gay Activists Alliance Prison 
Project. 

In order to help insure the 
success of this conference, the 
organizers are providing and 
organizing transportation to 
and from the conference, pro¬ 
viding information on hotels, 
room-sharing arrangements, 
and even providing a limited 
amount of free housing with 
local hosts.

The organizers see 
this conference as an important 
step in bringing Gays and Les¬ 
bians together to face the con¬ 
servative and religious on¬ 
slaught against us in the com¬ 
ing decade, and wish to urge all 
interested Gay men and wo¬ 
men to attend the conference 
or to support it by the donation 
of funds or services.

Some 30 people applauded 
when the vote was finally taken 
and the full board finally estab¬ 
lished. Four more people had 
been added on, named by the 
old Gay Freedom Day Com¬ 
mittee Board of Directors, and 
eight more approved last meet¬ 
ing of the Lesbian/Gay Parade 
Committee, making a full 
board of 12. The applause was 
also for the symbolic settlement 
of differences and establish¬ 
ment of a united front to pro¬ 
duce this year’s parade. 

The four Board members 
ratified at Sunday’s meeting at 
the Women’s Building are 
GFDC Vice President Mary 
Jane Atkins, Twin Peaks wait¬ 
ress Hydie Downard, 1978 pa¬ 
rade co-chair and GFDC Board 
member Chris Perry, and re¬ 
cent GFDC Board secretary 
Jim Forsman, who worked on 
parade production in 1977. 

They will join the four officers 
of the Parade Committee and 
new directors Tim Wolfred, Pat 
Norman, Carmen Vasquez and 
Ron Washington. 

Outstanding is still the deter¬ 
mination of GFDC legitimate 
debts, estimated by Atkins 
Sunday at from $4-7,000. At¬ 
kins promised an audit or re¬ 
view of last year’s books by the 
parade committee’s next meet¬ 
ing on Sunday, March 8, 5- 
7 pm, at the Women’s Building. 

Also to be determined at that 
meeting will be the theme of 
this year’s parade, discussed at 
length Sunday. From 13 sug¬ 
gested themes, three were 


voted to the top of a straw 
popularity list: New Wave of 
Liberation, Unity + Diversity 

Strength, and . Yearning 
to Breathe Free ...” from the 
Statue of Liberty. 

Other suggestions were: 
Right to Be; Love One An¬ 
other; In Pursuit of Happpiness 
(from the U.S. Constitution); 
We Are A Gentle, Angry Peo¬ 
ple (from a Meg Christian 
song); Every Gay to the USA 
(a slogan used by Amsterdam 
protesters to U.S. homophobic 
immigration policy); To Hell 
With Bigotry; People United; 
Fight Back!; and Imagine (from 
. the John Lennon song). Nomi¬ 
nations are not closed. 

Parade organizers hope a 
debate over theme will bring in 
more bodies to produce 
and promote the parade itself. 
Most subcommittees remain in 
the theoretical stage and need 
members. The Parade Com¬ 
mittee is also looking for an 
office that will afford the com¬ 
munity greater access to 
parade planning and participa¬ 
tion.

True Confessionals

Catholics Seek to Build Bridges Between 
The Confessionals and Glory Holes 


The growing problem of a 
church which does not serve its 
Gay members was tackled 
head on in a November issue of 
the National Catholic Reporter. 
NCR reported that both male 
and female Catholic Gays are 
not only breaking out of the 
closet, but also out of the con¬ 
fessional. “Behind the head¬ 
lines are people just trying to 
work out a decent living situ¬ 
ation. That’s where the real 
drama is,” stated Dominican 
Father Richard Woods of the 
Institute of Pastoral Studies at 
Loyola University in Chicago. 
Woods is author of a book on 
homosexuality and spirituality 
which grew out of his experi¬ 
ences working with Chicago 
Gays. 

Many Gays working within 
the structure of the church 
have found themselves at odds 
with the power structure and its 
homophobic dictates. Jesuit 
Father John McNeill compares 
the rebellion within church 
ranks to the controversy arising 
over the church’s stand on birth 
control. “It’s precisely because 
authorities often fall flat on their 
faces that all of us are made to 
stop and think and begin to 
take responsibility instead of 
just waiting for the correct 
order to come from Washing¬ 
ton or Rome,” he admits. 

The rebellion within the 
priesthood is growing in 
numbers. Frank Schueren, the 
national president of Dignity 
(an organization for Catholic 
Gays), was forced to make a 
choice after meeting in San 
Francisco last July with Arch¬ 
bishop John R. Quinn in re¬ 
gards to Quinn’s pastoral on 
homosexuality. “I have quit my 
full-time job in an import busi¬ 
ness and I’m going back to full¬ 
time work within the Gay com¬ 
munity,” stated Schueren. “I 
don’t want to call it a ministry. I 
don’t know what the word is, 
but to be available to the com¬ 
munity to help through crisis. I 
said to Archbishop Quinn, “If 
you’re not going to help those 
people out there, who is? 
Somebody’s got to be there to 
work with them, guide them, 
help them.’” 

Much of the work that has 
been done within the church to 
date has been done unofficially 
according to School Sister of 
Notre Dame Jeannine Gramick 
of New Ways Ministry in Mt. 
Rainier, Maryland. “Much 
progress has been made in the 
ministry to Gays, but it is hypo- 


critical to make statements and 
not provide outreach.” When 
Jesuit Father John McNeill an¬ 
nounced his Gayness, he was 
silenced by Rome from further 
speaking on ethical issues. 
McNeill is now doing counsel¬ 
ing in New York City. 

Schueren, McNeill and 
others have felt a growing need 
to create their own leadership. 
“As is known in San Francisco, 
there are no set standards. 
Everybody in the Gay commu¬ 
nity just thinks that because 
Gay is right, you can go ahead 
and do it,” states Schueren. 
“Since the church will not 
come out and give us standards 
to live by as far as coupled rela¬ 
tionships and such go, Dignity 
as an organization has the obli¬ 
gation not to come out with a 


new set of ten commandments, 
but to make sure our people 
have every resource available 
to them to set up some kind of 
moral code for themselves, 
some kind of ethical stand¬ 
ards.” 

The further one delves into 
theological interpretation, the 
stickier things get. “Scripture is 
not to be used to hurt and hu¬ 
miliate,” stated one woman 
minister. “Most of us have been 
raped by the traditional church, 
emotionally and spiritually.” If 
one thing continues to- freak 
out the church hierarchy, it is 
the issue of genital sexual-activ¬ 
ity among Gays. 

NCR’s main editorial calls for 
a Christian awareness and tol¬ 
erance in an age faced with a 
hyped up Moral Majority cam¬ 
paign. “It should be superfluous 
to have to state it, but we feel it 
is necessary to say that the hu¬ 
man rights of Gays are as invi¬ 
olable as the rights of any other 
group. Laws forbidding hous¬ 
ing and job discrimination are 
not imposing the values of a 
minority on the majority.

“Love” at First Slice 

A woman was waiting for a 
bus at 30th and Church Streets 
when two men in their late 
teens who had been waiting 
with her started muttering loud¬ 
ly about “finding a woman” 
and other things along the 
same lines. They approached 
her with the declaration, 
“We’ve got a knife here . . .’’at 
which point the woman attract¬ 
ed the attention of a man 
across the street. While the 
assailants were brandishing a 
switchblade, the man took the 
woman’s hand and ran with 
her up the street to safety. This 
happened on Monday the 16th 
at 7:10pm. 

Don’t Sit There 
So Criminally 

On Thursday, the 12th, at 
11:30pm, two women were 
sitting at a bus stop on Haight 
at Cole. They had just been 
accosted by a drunken man 
who had harassed them until 
one of them stood up and, in a 
very loud voice, told him to 
“Go away and leave us alone!” 
Two of SF’s uniforms pulled up 
in a squad car and came over 
to demand the women’s identi¬ 
fication. One of the cops was a 
woman and the other a man. 
The woman cop threw one of 
the ID cards into a garbage can 
for no apparent reason other 
than to elicit a response from 
their two victims. That response 
was, not unnaturally, words to 
the effect of “You had no rea¬ 
son to do that. You’re an ass¬ 
hole.” That was what the wo¬ 
man cop had been waiting for, 
apparently. She then proceed¬ 
ed to apply the SFPD’s training 
in fighting tactics to her victim, 
causing multiple bruises, a split 
lip and lacerations. Of course, 
two other police were called as 
backup just in case the job 
couldn’t be done by the two 
who were already there.

THE MORAL MAJORITY 
IS NEITHER 

Let us hope that it does, in¬ 
deed, go “without saying” that 
the Moral Majority is neither 
moral nor is it representative of 
the majority in this city. Web¬ 
ster’s defines “moral” as “of or 
relating to principles of right or 
wrong in behavior.” Is it, then, 
the stance of the M&M’s that it 
is right to call for the public exe¬ 
cution of Gays in the streets of 
our city? Is it, then, the stance 
of the M&M’s that it is right to 
destroy the legal acknowledge¬ 
ment of our human rights that 
now exists in San Francisco? Is 
it, then, the stance of the 
M&M’s that it is right to come 
into our home and berate us for 
being who we are and con¬ 
demn us for whom we love? Is 
it, then, the stance of the 
M&M’s that it is right for them 
to claim that they are the only 
ones on earth who know what 
is “right” for the rest of human¬ 
ity? 

The same dictionary defines 
“majority” as “the quality or 
state of being greater; a num¬ 
ber greater than half the total.” 
The M&M’s simply do not rep¬ 
resent the majority in this coun¬ 
try, and they certainly do not 
reflect the views of the majority 
in this city. To believe that they 
are the majority is to disregard 
totally all of the people in this 
country who profess religions 
and philosophies that are dif¬ 
ferent from fundamentalist 
“Christianity.” To believe that 
the M&M’s represent the ma¬ 
jority is to invalidate all of the 
Jews, whose prayers “God 
does not listen to” per the 
M&M’s, all of the non-funda¬ 
mentalist Christians, all of the 
Buddhists, Muslims, atheists, 
agnostics, etc., who do consti¬ 
tute this country’s true majority, 
who have made decisive con¬ 
tributions to the growth and 
beauty of America, and who 
will continue to do so long after 
the M&M’s are gone. 

A DECLARATION OF WAR 

The M&M’s have published 
a piece of paper that declares 
itself to be a “Declaration of 
War” on the “evils” of being 
Gay in San Francisco. “War” is 
defined by the same dictionary 
cited above as “a state of open 
and declared armed hostile 
conflict.” “To arm” is “to fur¬ 
nish or equip with weapons.” 
“Hostile” is (1) “of or relating to 
an enemy;” (2) “marked by 
especially overt antagonism.” 
“Conflict” is “a competing or 
opposing action of incompati¬ 
bles.” 

So then, this is what the 
M&M’s have declared as their 
tactics: A competing or oppos¬ 
ing action against what they 
view as the incompatible tolera¬ 
tion of us here in San Francis¬ 
co; that they view the action as 
one in which the use of weap¬ 
ons is appropriate; that they 
view us as “the enemy” to be 
vanquished. Remember all of 
this when they come around 
with their false message of 
“love.” 

STONE THEM TO DEATH 
IN THE STREETS 

It is fitting, then, to the strat¬ 
egy and tactics of the M&M’s 
that their spokesMAN, Wycoff, 
called for legislation to make 
being Gay a capital offense and 
for our public execution. I be¬ 
lieve that the M&M’s would be 


happy to see us stoned to 
death in the streets as they 
have said over and over that 
this is the Bible’s prescribed 
treatment for us. Gosh and gee 
whiz! The secret’s out! Through 
all of their rhetoric and all of 
their verbal camouflage, out of 
their own mouths, we now 
know what they really want. 
They want us dead. That is 
what they’ve wanted all along 


argument that we’re “wrong” 
because of whom we love. 

I want you to think of the in¬ 
credibly high incidence of alco¬ 
holism and drug abuse in our 
community. I want you to 
know that this comes, in large 
part, from the self-loathing en¬ 
gendered by the same M&M’s 
arguments that we are “evil” 
for who we are. 


“This city is viewed by such 
groups as the ‘headquarters of 
Satan’s empire on earth’ and as 
the ‘modern Sodom and 
Gomorrah.’ 

“These groups plan to con¬ 
verge on our city again in 
1981, Bibles in thumping 
hands, to rid it of what they call 
our ‘sin and abomination.’

The co-chairs of the task force 
are Randy Schell, a theologian 
and a Gay man, and David 
Hummel, a Gay man and a 
born-again Christian. We 
intend to make the M&M’s un¬ 
comfortable in this, their de¬ 
clared war against us. We in¬ 
tend to take up their gauntlet. 
We intend to treat this cam- 
paignof theirs as exactly what 
they’ve called it: War. We do 
not intend to lose. 

We want you involved in 
this. We want you involved in it 
now. Get involved. Call CUAV 
at 864-8347 and tell us your 
name, telephone number, and 
that you want to join CUAV’s 
Task Force on the Moral Major¬ 
ity. We’ll get you going. ■ 


and they’ve been lying about it. 
They want us dead. 

Another associate of the 
M&M’s, a practicing “minister” 
here in San Francisco, said of 
this call for our execution that 
his only consideration was that 
it might be too difficult to get 
the law passed! 

DOES IT TOUCH YOU? 

Some of you are thinking 
that this is something that can’t 
touch or affect you. You’ve 
never experienced anti-Gay 
violence in your life. I want you 
to say that out loud to yourself 
right now. Say it three or twen¬ 
ty times. Now I want you to 
think of someone in your life 
who has attempted suicide be¬ 
cause of the guilt, fear, and 
self-hatred trip laid on them by 
the M&M’s and their cohorts. 

I want you to think of the 
deaths of hundreds, no, hun¬ 
dreds of thousands, no, mil¬ 
lions of your sisters and broth¬ 
ers (counting the Gay people 
who died as a result of the in¬ 
famous Salem witch-hunts and 
those who went to the Nazis’ 
gas chambers when those 
“preservers of Christian 
‘morality’ ” were running things 
in this country and Germany). 
Those deaths occurred solely 
because those women and 
men were Gay. 

I want you to think of the 
twinge of guilt you may have 
felt each time you’ve “indulged” 
in sex with a person of your 
own gender. And I want you to 
know that this guilt comes be¬ 
cause you’ve bought, to some 
degree or another, the M&M’s 


I want you to discover the 
dozens of ways that the system 
we support with our tax dollars 
has treated, and is still treating, 
our sisters and brothers: 
lobotomies, electro-shock 
“therapy,” 10 years to life in 
penal institutions, public har¬ 
assment, alienation from our 
families, denial of employment 
and housing, lynching, rape, 
castration, and on and on and 
on and on. Know that all of this 
comes out of the M&M’s and 
their cohorts and their attempts 
to “love” us in their own pecu¬ 
liar way and to get us to “see 
the truth” as they see it. No 
thanks, M&M’s. 

I want you to remember the 
pain and hurt that you and 
those close to you felt when 
you acknowledged to them 
that you are Gay. Know that 
this came also out of the guilt 
that the M&M’s want you to 
buy. 

A SOCIAL CONTEXT 

I quote here from CUAV’s 
report to the Board of Super¬ 
visors on anti-Gay violence 
given last year: 

“CUAV’s observation is that 
the Gay/Lesbian community is 
under siege. It is clear that a 
backlash to Gay/Lesbian rights 
is here and growing. This is evi¬ 
denced by the growth of right- 
wing fundamentalist groups 
such as the ‘Moral Majority’ 
and by this year’s incoming tide 
of far-right fundamentalist 
street missionaries who con¬ 
demn us on the streets of San 
Francisco to their hell for 
whom it is we love.

Kopp Explains His Vote

I feel that some explanation 
is due those of you who feel 
that my vote on the Jaguar 
Book Store signifies a lack of 
sympathy for Gay issues or an 
abandonment of my Gay 
supporters. 

First of all, I had every hope 
of being able to vote in support 
of Jaguar’s request for an 
exemption from the special use 
district provisions if it could be 
shown, as the store’s attorney 
claimed in letter to the Board, 
that: 1) the store’s owner had 
been misled about permit re¬ 
quirements, 2) that a city 
building inspector knew about 
the second floor expansion in 
plans and had indicated city 
approval, and 3) that substan¬ 
tial sums of money had been 
spent by the owner in reliance 
on this representation. 
Unfortunately, proof of these 
contentions was not available 
at the time of the meeting. 
However, the book store’s 
attor-ney assured the Board 
that the evidence could be pro¬ 
duced on or before the follow¬ 
ing week’s meeting. 

Secondly, I had expected 
that in the absence of this much 
needed information, my 
request for a one week con¬ 
tinuance of the item would be 
granted so as to allow time for 
both the book store to submit

its evidence and the building 
inspector to prepare and 
present his testimony. It should 
be noted that the barring of a 
continuance also caused a spe¬ 
cial injustice to the representa¬ 
tives of the Jaguar Book Store 
who probably would want to 
have such evidence placed in 
the public record. 

Thirdly, in questioning our 
City Attorney on whether the 
material facts before the Board 
could Support the contention 
that the City was estopped 
from interfering with the book 
store’s conversion of its second 
story for commercial use, the 
Board was advised that the 
facts in evidence were insuffi¬ 
cient and needed further 
investigation. 

In sum, I feel a dangerous 
precedent was established here 
by having the Board cast a vote 
based on emotion rather that 
on the necessary facts. Civil 
libertarians have one long 
recognized that minority and 
human rights can only be pro¬ 
tected if we demand objective 
matter. ■

A GAY MARXIST LOOKS AT 
MM AND A LOT ELSE 

★ So now the Word is out — the Moral Majority 
“shock troops” are on the way! What are we homo¬ 
sexuals going to do about it? Before I give a polemical 
answer to this rhetorical question, let me explain why 
I call the Moral Majority “shock” or “storm troopers.” 

With the Advent of Rex Reagan we have already 
witnessed the first moves to step up exploitation of the 
working class (straight & gay) in this country. Gas & 
oil prices are soaring — and will continue to do so in¬ 
definitely. On-the-job federal safety regulations are 
about to get the ol’ axe. There is an ominous cry (sec¬ 
onded by the Libertarian Party) to eliminate minimum 
wage standards for youth (i.e. blacks, latinos, etc.) as 
a tactic to scare adult wage earners into accepting pay 
and benefit cuts. Cities with much needed (if inade¬ 
quate) rent controls are threatened with having fed¬ 
eral funds withdrawn. “Anti-busing” has become a 
popular code word for segregation. “State’s Rights” is 
becoming the new rallying cry. Etc., etc. Prop. 13 
represented only the tip of the Conservative War on 
the working class. Reagan (like Nixon) is but an inept¬ 
ly effective figurehead. 

As a homosexual Communist I am waging a politi¬ 
cal battle on two major fronts: I am fighting the admit¬ 
tedly closet tendencies of phony “Marxists” and fake- 
socialists such as the Communist Party and the 
Socialist Worker’s Party, and I am fighting to win gay 
sisters and brothers over to a revolutionary Marxist 
perspective. Fortunately I am not alone in this strug¬ 
gle. There is one communist organization which has 
consistently defended the democratic rights of homo¬ 
sexuals, the Spartacist League. Like the SL, I call for 
homosexuals to fight back for a worker’s party in this 
country in order to defeat the anti-gay, anti-black, 
anti-union strategy of the fascists and the Moral 
Majority. 

I am proud to be a Communist artist, and I enjoy 
homosexuality. I will continue to fight “homophobic” 

(a misnomer) sentiment in teh worker’s movement 
just as I will continue to fight the self-enclosed isola¬ 
tion of the gay community. We are all in this together. 

It is unfortunate that gay lib has proven as lacking in 
strategy as the black civil rights movement, and that 
now consequently homosexuals are experiencing the 
backlash blacks have been getting for many years. 
However, if the Moral Majority can open a few eyes 
and force gays to see who their only real allies are — 
minorities & the working class in general — then there 
may truly be “saving grace.” But if homosexuals con¬ 
tinue to isolate themselves politically, then they will be 
defeated. 

In the past homosexuals have said things like, “Oh, 
gee, the working class doesn’t like me so I don’t like 
them!” This is self-defeating. What has the gay move¬ 
ment done for the labor movement except ask for 
special treatment? This is not how politics works. Or 
gays have looked at Cuba and have been righteously 
repulsed by the Stalinist Castro regime. If Marxism 
was understood no one would ever call Cuba “social¬ 
ist.” It is not. According to Marx socialism can only be 
built in an advanced capitalist country by a united 
working class. 

There is a special oppression gay people experi¬ 
ence, but this oppression is not going to be overcome 
by refusing to build a worker’s party in this country. 

One can be an up-front gay/bisexual and still fight for 
a socialist revolutionary perspective. But most homo¬ 
sexuals don’t want to do it because it’s so much easier 
to lacerate oneself with self-pity and hide behind 
abstentionism (or support the Democrats, Republi¬ 
cans, DSOC or the Libertarians). BALONEY! Like 
any other segment of the working class in the United 
States, gay people have the prerogative to see or not 
to see the connections of economic, racial and sexual 
oppression fostered by the capitalist class. The Moral 
Majority has been sent in to divide us further. If 
certain numbers of the working class fall for it, then 
that’s their problem. If gay people fall for it and retreat 
ever further into gay lib closets, then they will be dig¬ 
ging their own graves.

CALLED TO TASK 

★ Re: The Press Sucks Too, by Konstantin 
Berlandt 

Mr. Berlandt argues for the abandonment of objec¬ 
tivity in journalism whenever gay/lesbian issues or 
events are concerned. He appears to feel that impas¬ 
sioned words will lead us to the deepest truths, and 
that an attitude of unbiased neutrality in reportage is 
somehow inappropriate for the gay press as a whole. 
Mr. Berlandt seems to suppose that his own point of 
view adequately represents the myriad points of view 
held by the rest of gays and lesbians in the world. He 
confuses the goal of journalism with the goal of great 
art. He obliquely expresses a belief in some monolith¬ 
ic straight press, even when a cursory review of the 
publications available at any news stand will reveal a 
vast array of reportorial attitudes and editorial 
stances, not only upon issues affecting gays and lesbi¬ 
ans, but upon all issues. 

I sincerely hope that all the media, straight or gay, 
will continue to pursue their individual concepts of 
objectivity. I also hope they strive to keep their pas¬ 
sions in perspective, clearly labeled as such, and con¬ 
fined to the Opinion and Editorial columns. It would 
be a mess if we began to read in the Chronicle that 
Mayor Feinstein said such and such, and in the Exam¬ 
iner that she did not, and in the Progress that Mayor 
Kopp said it, just because each paper passionately 
promoted its view of the truth as the truth. Is this per¬ 
haps the type of journalism Mr. Berlandt espouses? If 
it is, I want no part of it. 

Finally, to the thousands of gays and lesbians in this 
city who do not avail themselves of the glory hole 
above the Jaguar Bookstore, its continued existence, 
now fortunately a moot question, is not a survival 
issue. Such a point of view is not universal within the 
gay/lesbian community, and it is invidious to set up 
the Jaguar Bookstore permit appeal as the sole cri¬ 
terion upon which to test for gayness. Particularly 
since the appellant, Mr. Ernst, viewed it as strictly an 
issue of fairness about permit issuance within the city 
bureaucracy. 

It would be much more productive to the growth 
and advancement of our liberation movement to 
open our arms wide to all those persons who believe 
that homosexual love is natural and good, and who 
share an understanding of the problems faced in our 
society by those of us who wish to act upon that love. 
Also, we all should reach out to those who engage in 
homosexualities but do not yet believe they are fit and 
whole to belong to our society and inform them of our 
community and acceptance. Raising narrow barriers, 
building walls of definitions, and establishing tests of 
gayness, (as if each of our lives were not in and of 
themselves authentic enough) only seem to me to be 
gross disservices to our liberation. 

Under Mr. Berlandt’s directive, each reporter 
would be forced to find the gay side of the energy 
crisis, to give us an impassioned gay point of view 
about rural electrification in New Zealand, or to pre¬ 
sent a gay slant, no matter how tortured or twisted, 
on how the House Ways and Means Committee 
marked up the latest tax bill. I do not think anyone 
would seek or appreciate that type of news. It would 
not be news at all, but propagandistic rubbish. 

Certainly the entire press inVhis town could do bet¬ 
ter. Not a single paper directly and completely quoted 
Harry Britt’s speech at the Jaguar hearing. It seems to 
me that a lot of steamy prose, pro and con, would 
have been better left out of the stories 1 read, and a 
few direct and complete quotations put in, to allow us 
to form our own opinions about his remarks. That is 
the kind of objectivity and neutrality we should expect 
from the journalists in San Francisco. It is not easy to 
keep your own prejudices out of even the simplest re¬ 
port of a heated and controversial hearing. Perhaps 
that is why so little top notch journalism is practiced 
today. It is easier to gush forth with one’s own mental 
BS than to stay out of the fray, and simply allow your 
readers to get the facts. Yet that is the true job of 
journalism.

The Sunday Progress, local 
advertisers’ rag that a few 
weeks ago was running a one 
newspaper campaign to recall 
all Supervisors who voted for 
the Jaguar, ran a front page 
picture of St. Peter and Paul’s 
Church steeple repair above 
the story of a Gay torture 
chamber on 18th Street — 
halfway between Mission High 
School and the contested Jag¬ 
uar. Inside the paper runs a 
special supplement section on 
San Francisco. — yesterday, to¬ 
day, and tomorrow, celebrat¬ 
ing the contributions of the 
Jewish, Japanese, and Italian 
groups to community centers, 
banks and real estate develop¬ 
ment, but no mention of any¬ 
thing Gay in the city’s heritage. 
Someday there will be no men¬ 
tion of the Progress, if we are 
not born too late. 

The Gay torture chamber 
story was also carried on the 
front page of the Examiner and 
Chronicle as well as a blip on 
Channel 7’s local news with a 
snap of the outside, “this inno¬ 
cent looking dark brown Victo¬ 
rian,” Van Amburg described. 
A jury of peers will decide 
whether participants went over 
the line of mutuality in their 
sexual/social activities there, 
but a jury of straight Americans 
living out their fantasies through 
soap opera serials have already 
delighted in reading how horri¬ 
ble we are when left to our own 
devices. Thank God for law ’n’ 
order, the Moral Majority and 
sexual deprivation, for look 
where wantonness may lead. 

When stories about the Gay 
community are selected only 
from out mistakes, they are not 
news — only propaganda. 

Gay sex act starts hotel fire 
. . . the headline phrased a little 
differently in the afternoon Ex¬ 
aminer and the following 
morning’s Chronicle, reviving 
our reputation as Faggots. Mid¬ 
dle Ages here we come. 

Not to mention Warren 
Hinckle’s sensitive column on 
page 4 of Monday’s paper 
trashing the Castro as a “19th 


century village where the serfs 
are rebelling against the liege- 
lords.” And which are you, 
Warren, who owns his own 
home on Castro a block and a 
half north of Market? 

It’s the old dodge played 
only a generation ago against 
the Jews: We are all bankers 
and communists, and how we 
manage to have sex with one 
another is beyond me. That the 
Chronicle, with their full-page 
Macy’s ads, can attack the 
Castro for being petit-bourgeios 
capitalist is the height of 
hypocrisy. Any excuse to kill a 
queer. 

If the problem with the 
Castro is petit-entrepreneurs, 
then how come we don’t see 
editorials in the Chronicle lam¬ 
basting a capitalist system that 
turns liberation movements 
into sale-athons? No, we see 
Support Your Local Reagans. 
We see cut food stamps to pay 
for bombs. We see fill a faggot 
and rape a dyke for Christ. We 
see all manner of subterfuge 
and misrepresentation in order 
to convince the people that 
their problems do not lie with 
the economic system but only 
with those who have the least 
to say about it: Black people, 
Brown, Red, Yellow, Women 
and Gays — all those for whom 
the system has its excuses to 
turn away, while blaming for its 
own excesses — from saving 
on sprinklers in the Las Vegas 
Hilton to exploiting mass-taste 
sexuality to sell cars. 

Support Gay media that 
continues to expose the lies in 
establishment media coverage. 
Build a movement that will 
eventually overturn that estab¬ 
lishment in favor of a new sys¬ 
tem of truth in both reporting 
and government. Continue 
singing. ■

Out of the closets and into 
the Performing Arts Centers of 
America could well be the slo¬ 
gan of the San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus as they prepare 
to embark on a coast-to-coast 
tour of nine American cities this 
June. 

The announcement last 
week of this sure-to-be-historic 
tour engendered waves of en¬ 
thusiasm from Gay communi¬ 
ties across the country, and the 
plea for donations needed to 
underwrite the tour is proceed¬ 
ing successfully as well. Nation¬ 
al Tour Co-Chair Steven Pro¬ 
kasky explained the financial 
background of the tour to the 
B.A.R. in justifiably optimistic 
tones. A budget of $325,000 is 
necessary, of which 60%, or 
%, should be covered by ticket 
sales. Prokasky feels this is an 
underestimation of ticket po¬ 
tential, as sell-out crowds can 
reasonably be expected. That 
leaves V 3 of the total to come 
from private donations, of 
which $10,000 has already 
been collected from the 
$72,000 in pledges. “The dam 
has burst and the money is roll¬ 
ing in,” crows Prokasky, point¬ 
ing out a $6,000 donation from 
Leonard Matlovich and an 
additional $2,500 from 
Advocate publisher David 
Goodstein. “It is important to 
realize a large portion of the 
sum immediately,” said Pro¬ 
kasky, “to purchase air tickets 
before prices rise, and contri¬ 
butions are still welcome.” 

The tour begins June 4 with 
a performance at the Warfield 
Theatre in San Francisco and 
then proceeds in a whirlwind 
16 days to Dallas, Minneapolis, 
Lincoln, Detroit, New York, 
Boston, and Washington, 
D.C., before ending at the 


Seattle Opera Ffouse on June 
20. Prokasky sees this as the 
perfect end of the tour. The 
3,000-seat Seattle Opera 
House is not only a glorious 
setting, home of Seattle’s “Ring 
Cycle,” but allows the energy 
and joy of the tour to be 
brought back- home to Califor¬ 
nia at full strength. 

The response in tour cities 
has been great, perhaps due to 
the fact that most of them do 
not have the variety of Gay 
outlets available here, making 
the appearance of the Chorus a 
focal and important event. Due 
to the heavy schedule, extra 
performances cannot be sched¬ 
uled no matter how great the 
demand, and several interested 
cities — San Diego, Denver, 
and Kansas among them — 
could not be accommodated. 

Publicity for the tour, han¬ 
dled by Ken Maley, also breaks 
new ground. A recent FCC rul¬ 
ing that access to public an¬ 
nouncements had to be made 
available to Gays has opened 
up affordable television time. 
Several cities will be seeing — 
and hearing — 30-second 
“beautiful music” spots, with 
tags reading “Compliments of 
the San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus.” These spots are an 
unusual outreach to the straight 
community, low-keyed yet 
noticeable. 

Realizing the excitement 
generated by the tour, package 
travel arrangements are being 
made available to chorus 
groupies and others who want 
to be present at some of the 
concerts. The attention of 
media all along the route will be 
attracted to this group of 135 
men, and the Chorus hopes to 


strength and pride. 

Steven Prokasky has a per¬ 
sonal goal: he’d like to see the 
Gay Chorus make the cover of 
Time magazine. Whether they 
do or not, this musical celebra¬ 
tion of Gay pride will bring a 
more inspiring image of the 
Gay community to more 
Americans than any previous 
event. ■

There’s a good deal of skin in 
Douglas Dean Goodman’s 
comedy, SPECIAL FRIENDS, 
which, thanks to an attractive 
cast, makes this comedy easy 
to watch. The pleasantly dis¬ 
tracting nudity also makes it 
easier to deal with the fact that, 
otherwise, the play has mini- 
I mal substance. 

SPECIAL FRIENDS is about 
two couples: one, an attorney 
and his young artist/lover, the 
other, a stockbroker and his 
young go-go-boy/lover. Os¬ 
tensibly, the play is meant to 
examine relationships between 
older and younger Gay men, 

; but motivations for such combi- 
i nations are never explored be¬ 
yond the superficial level. 

The story concerns two long¬ 
time friends whose respective 
young consorts run away with 
each other only to return to 
their nests when they discover 
it takes more than youthful lust 
to su.stain a relationship. But 
everyone knows that older 
men have more to offer than a 
tight, trim body and limitless 
staying power — after all, don’t 
we all tell ourselves just that as 
the years fly by — so I don’t 
need a three act play to tell me 
that. What I would have liked

from SPECIAL FRIENDS was 
deeper insight into the mys¬ 
tique of the older man and the 
youngster’s attraction to him.

The 
“older” men, Richard Staven 
and Richard Tierce, are the

Lovely Loony 
Singing Star 


Once again the Plush Room 
has presented a performer al¬ 
most completely unknown to 
these regions, and come up 
with a delightful triumph. I had 
some vague idea who Liz Tor¬ 
res was because I read the 
trades and watch bookings in 
New York. Television watchers 
are likely to see Torres on any 
one of a dozen shows and sit¬ 
coms, as her exposure on the 
tube has been extensive. But 
live? Performing? Just who is 
Liz Torres and what can she 
do? 

Well, who she is is just about 
everybody I can think of, her 
performance melding styles 
from everyone who’s “Who’s 
Who. ” When crooning, she’s a 
Latin Julie London; when 
torching, a latter-day Gertrude 
Niessen. When she’s beautiful 
(most of the time) she resem¬ 
bles Irene Cara, but when she 
gets mischievous she suddenly 
looks like Fanny Brice. And 
when she mugs, which is often, 
she looks just like Josephine 
Baker in her famous crossed- 
eyes pose. Not a bad line-up of 
names to remind anyone of. 

That’s not to say that she’s as 
good as these legendary ladies, 
but that is not a backhanded 
put-down. Liz Torres amal¬ 
gamates all these styles, calling 
these people to mind fleetingly, 
all the while remaining her own 
impressive self. She presents 
herself as a loony, making her 
entrance in a straight jacket and 
seemingly against her will. She 
mugs and clowns, screwing her 
face up frantically. But she 
can’t fool us. Within a couple of 
songs it’s obvious that she’s an 
accomplished singer.

Her up-tempo material — 
“San Francisco,” “Chattanoo¬ 
ga Choo-Choo,” the salsafied 
disco “Latin Lover” — call 
forth the style of a Broadway 
singer. Then she does an 
abrupt about-face, which is 
merely one of several such 
changes, and slips into some¬ 
thing cool. The verse to the 
long forgotten “You Let Me 
Down” leads into “Don’t Worry 
’Bout Me,” and Torres reveals 
a beautiful chest voice. Husky 
and smoky, it’s a jazz singer’s 
dream. Her range is consider¬ 
able, and totally seamless. 
Even her highest notes have a 
chesty resonance. Accompa¬ 
nied only by Richard Green on 
string bass, she sang “It Might 
As Well Be Spring” in a fashion 
to make the most renowned 
jazz stylists envious. Leon Rus¬ 
sell’s “A Song For You” was 
totally refreshed by Torres long 
bel canto line. Torres interprets 
with the inflections of a diseuse 
while singing with the creativity 
of a jazz singer, all the while not 
breaking the natural line of a 
song. Her singing of these 
tunes was impressive, indeed. 

She was at her most sultry 
leaning against a lamppost, 
bathed in red lights, singing a 
torrid “Boulevard of Broken 
Dreams” done up as a pulsat¬ 
ing tango! Her imitation of 
Roberta Peters doing a tribute 
to Aretha Franklin was not only 
a comic high point, but reveal¬ 
ed another facet of Torres’ 
voice. You can’t imitate an 
opera star unless you can sing 
like one, and Torres was un¬ 
daunted. Torres alternates her 
Peters impression with one of 
Leontyne Price, and that’s 
enough to make me catch the 
show again. Torres let loose on 
Price would be, well, priceless. 


I’ve been so impressed with 
Torres’ singing that I haven’t 
mentioned her band with its 
stylish pianist and conga play¬ 
ing that will have you dancing 
in your seat. Nor have I men¬ 
tioned the happy energy that 
Torres radiates. But she’s still at 
the Plush Room through March 
1 , and I know you’ll be happy 
to discover Liz Torres for your¬ 
self. ■

they would count down the top 
records and that was that. 
Those were the records we’d 
been hearing on the radio, 
maybe even buying. Gosh, it 
was so simple and reliable. 
There were no such animals as 
rock critics, dj pools, or 7" 
disco-mix imports from Japan. 

These days critics are usually 
the first to be polled — general¬ 
ly by one another. I have al¬ 
ready agonized over my lists for 
the Village Voice and Boule¬ 
vards — certain in the knowl¬ 
edge that the direction and fate 
of Western culture could well 
hang in the balance. Boule¬ 
vards called on about 75 ex¬ 
perts in the field. One group 
were conspicuous by their ab¬ 
sence — live dj’s. Critics gen¬ 
erally hole up at home and 
pontificate on artistic achieve¬ 
ments, while radio dj’s sit in 
their sterile booths and study 
the national tip-sheets. Live dj’s 
can actually clock the mood as 
it descends' on their patrons. 
Certainly not a group worth 
polling those wizards decided. 

Disco dj’s have been well 
organized. George Ferren’s 
Top 25 polls 25 local dj’s and 
compiles lists, including a year- 
end round-up. BADA does the 
same for 75 practitioners. I am 
offering their lists here as a 
counterpoint, but my greater 
interest was in the Rock dj’s 
who serve local Gay establish¬ 
ments. Through WARD (West¬ 
ern Association of Rock Dj’s) I 
tracked down ten locals and 
asked for their choices. Five 
work at dance bars, while five 
work at baths or restaurants. 
Two are also members of 
BADA. 

One of the year’s pleasures 
has been some rapprochement 
between the forces of new 
wave and disco. In the major 
music marketplace MOR (Mid¬ 
dle of the Road) has been re¬ 
christened Adult Contempo¬ 
rary and once more pablum 
like Kenny Rogers, Air Supply, 
and Christopher Cross rule the 
charts. Disco was rechristened 
DOR (Dance Oriented Rock) 
as Donna Summer and Blondie 
began to sound like a fitting 
double-bill. New wave remain¬ 
ed tough and surprising while 
generally failing to scale the 
charts and disco backed off 
from its suburban ubiquity. 
George Ferren notes, “Disco 
has retreated to more of an un¬ 
derground phenomena, after 
the madness of SATURDAY 
NIGHT FEVER wore off. It is 
getting back to the place it start¬ 
ed from.” He still takes pride 
that local dj’s discovered and 
pushed Viola Wills’ “If You 
Could Read My Mind” as an 
import — watching it become a 
domestic release and hit. Six of 
the picks in this B.A.R. rock 
poll have already gone Gold, 
while the other five have re¬ 
ceived virtually no commercial 
airplay. To patrons of these 
clubs, though, many are famil¬ 
iar. Ah, just one more reason 
to be glad you’re a queer. 

POLL NOTES 

The dj’s were each asked to 
list their top ten choices for 
1980. The definitions were 
loose (based more on play than 
release date); thus ’79 releases 
like Marianne Faithful’s 
“Broken English,” Patti Smith’s 
“Rock ’n’ Roll Star,” and Lene 
Lovich’s “Lucky Number” were 
accepted without argument. 
When both an lp and singles 
from that same disc (Devo’s 
Freedom of Choice and 
“Whip It,” for instance) re¬ 
ceived votes, they wer$ com¬ 
bined in the final tally. Three 
dj’s threatened nervous col¬ 
lapse if they weren’t allowed at 
least one “tie” vote. Thus Alan 
Robinson, by voting for both 
London Calling and Sandin- 
ista (available only as an im-

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port in late ’80) dropped the 
Clash’s rating from a tie for #6 
to #9. Robinson, who has a 
reputation as our most “radi¬ 
cal” dj, interestingly found him¬ 
self in agreement with the disco 
Top 25 on one lp. Hi§ favorite 
r&b lp, Watson Beasley, 
shows up at *4 on their list. 
That kind of concurrence could 
indicate a particularly interest¬ 
ing record, or something more 
nefarious. 

BADA’s top two discs (Off 
The Wall by Michael Jackson 
and “Funky Town” by Lipps 
Inc.) also made the J3.A.R. list. 
Jackson’s lp was Billboard’s #1 
Soul lp for the year, and Lipps’ 
their #4 disco hit. 

Devo massacred the compe¬ 
tition with their third lp, though 
it was the S&M-for-the- 
Reagan-Era anthem “Whip It” 
which outscored either their 
anti-clone single, “Freedom of 
Choice,” or “Mr. B’s Ball¬ 
room,” inspired by our own 


late lamented avant/red-light 
abatement club. 

The B-52’s with their zany 
60’s video-anti-funk and bee¬ 
hive hairdos wowed this scene 
last year with “Dance This Mess 
Around,” and a weaker follow¬ 
up dissuaded nobody quick. 

Faithful’s chilling rants 
made Janis Joplin sound like 
an ingenue, and even if these 
were the only two great cuts on 
the lp, you sure could dance to 
them. There seems to be a 
major medical question as to 
whether or when she’ll record 
again. 

Chrisse Hynde brought guts 
and gloss to pop — never flirt¬ 
ing cute like Pat Bennatar. No 
one has ever said “fuck off’ 
better on record. Lipps Inc. 
didn’t do much, but they did it 
all right. (Interesting that three 
of these top five feature female 
lead singers, and none adver¬ 
tise breathy seduction.)

Joy Division were grim, lush 
and eloquent enough before 
they scored the Diane Arbus/ 
Virginia Wolff award when 
their lead singer hung himself, 
after seeing Werner Herzog’s 
STROSZEK, on the eve of 
their first U.S. tour. 

Michael Jackson turned 
down the role of the Gay danc¬ 
er for the film of A CHORUS 
LINE, claiming that too many 
people had the wrong idea al¬ 
ready. Does that sound right 
from the man who gave us 
“Don’t Stop Till You Get 
Enough,” and Motown’s most 
evocative falsetto since 
Smokey Robinson’s? 

Vienna replaced chilly vocal¬ 
ist John Foxx with former bub- 
blegummer Midge Ure, and 
Ultravox turned in the warm¬ 
est version of synthesizer art/ 
rock of the year, and yeah it 
was about as glib as it was 
haunting. 

The Clash dove in with my 
personal favorite — hollering 
through warning and redemp¬ 
tion, taking the world in their 
teeth. Two of our dj’s agreed. 

Killing Joke broke out as an 
import. The I-Beam’s Robin¬ 
son calls them “the Led Zepplin 
of the 80’s, with a volatile 
political outlook: noise dedi¬ 
cated to dance.” How about

LORD , W HAT FOOLS THESE MORTALS BE! 


I recently had the dubious 
honor of sitting next to one of 
those music critics who insists 
on giving a bigger show than 
what is happening onstage. He 
has a reputation for vomiting 
forth verbiage at a rate faster 
than Mt. St. Helens emits ex¬ 
plosive gases. Shortly before 
the house lights dimmed, he 
■ spotted another writer who was 
trying to get a foot in the door 
to performing arts criticism. 
“Who does that bastard think 
he is, trying to horn in on my 
territory?” shrieked the man sit¬ 
ting beside me. “You don’t 
come into this town and step 
on the toes of the people al¬ 
ready writing. I’ll fix his wagon 
in the morning when I call the 
publisher of his paper.” 

As soon as the curtain rose 
he took out a sheaf of papers 
which he proceeded to rattle 
throughout the performance. 
Furiously writing (much to the 
disturbance of those around 
him) he glanced up at the stage 
maybe 30 percent of the time. 
At the end of the act, having 
finished his mad scribbling, he 
climbed over everyone in the 
row to dash to the press room 
and dump on the performance. 

Several nights later another 
critic from a major paper arriv¬ 
ed late. His rushed dinner had

left him in a foul mood. He 
proceeded to dish the evening, 
the organization which present¬ 
ed it, and everything under the 
surt in his review. The press rep 
called his editor the next morn¬ 
ing and warned him that this 
kind of sleaze journalism could 
not be tolerated from one of 
the major newspapers in the 
city. 

THE ARTS VERSUS 
MEDIA SCUM 

There is a delicate relation¬ 
ship between performing arts 
organizations and the media. 
When equilibrium is reached, 
both feed each other in a part¬ 
nership of convenience, con¬ 
viviality and sometimes, as co¬ 
conspirators. There is an un¬ 
derlying element of greed, sus¬ 
picion, and brazen chutzpah 
embraced by all parties in the 
quest to succeed. This was best 
demonstrated by the quick 
death of MADAME ADARE 
(an opera by Richard Foreman 
and Stanley Silverman which 
had its world premiere last Fall 
in New York). 

MADAME ADARE was, in 
fact, a modern version of 
LULU centered around the 
perversion of the media. The 
plot concerned a mental patient 
who tries to shoot her psychi¬ 
atrist. Her agent beseeches her

movie star. The best 
worlds combine art, money, 
culture and trashiness. With tri¬ 
umphant glee, she struts to¬ 
ward the audience and laugh¬ 
ingly sneers, “You’d do it, too!” 

Ironically MADAME ADARE 
got just the flash and trash 
treatment it deserved. It had 
barely been finished on time. 
The opera was quickly drawn 
and quartered by the musical 
media and then dumped into 
the river to make room for the 
next victim. Sensationalism has 
invaded the musical press. 
Many fear it is becoming a 
cheap profession. Even when 
critics begin to point out honest

HAS SPRUNG 

In a recent Sunday column 
in the Examiner, Michael Walsh 
trashed the gloomy future and 
disorganization which sur¬ 
rounds Spring Opera Theatre. 
Never doubting the validity of 
the venture, Walsh wondered if 
SPOT will die because of the 
lackadaisical attitude with which 
it is treated by the company’s 
administration. A friend of 
mine from L.A. who tried to 
order tickets received a dire 
omen. After reviewing a sub¬ 
scription brochure, she called 
the opera company to inquire 
about the price of single tickets. 
She was told those prices had 
not yet been set, and to just 
send them her Bankamericard 
number and wait for her tickets. 
With an attitude like that, is it 
any wonder that Spring Opera 
can’t sell seats? 

Nor has Spring Opera ever 
attempted to place ads in the 
local Gay press where it could 
impact on an audience that has 


proven its willingness to try 
something experimental, differ¬ 
ent, and plop down money on 
a casual dare. After last year’s 
financial bloodBath at the Pal¬ 
ace of Fine Arts, one would 
think the promoters of Spring 
Opera would emerge from 
their narcosis and come to grips 
with the largest entertainment 
market in the city. No such 
luck. 

When San Francisco Sym¬ 
phony’s new press agent arriv¬ 
ed on the scene last summer, 
he quickly set about finding out 
who in town was writing about 
music and made an intensive 
effort to court the Gay press. 
Even during the opening of the 
new Louise M. Davies Sym¬ 
phony Hall and a conference of 
over 100 music critics, he went 
out of his way to make sure 
that local Gay critics had seats. 
His efforts to get publicity in the 
Gay press for the symphony’s 
New and Unusual Music series 
at the Galleria paid off hand¬ 
somely in ticket sales beyond 
management’s wildest expecta¬ 
tions. 

The Symphony, A.C.T. and 
San Francisco Ballet all treat 
the Gay media on an equal lev¬ 
el with the major newspapers in 
town. So do most organizations 
which desire media coverage 
and ticket sales. The opera 
company, however, does not. I 
have just finished another go- 
around trying to get press seats 
from the opera. Progress is 
slow, but steady. 

This time, after my mail had 
gone unanswered for a month 
and phone messages unheed¬ 
ed for several days, I finally 
heard a voice chirp: “Con¬ 
gratulations! You are the 
LUCKY recipient of ONE press 
ticket for Spring Opera. You 
can go the second or third per¬ 
formance of any opera. Take 
your pick!” When the tickets ar¬ 
rived, I broke out laughing. 
The seats are on the extreme 
side of the Curran Theatre. I 
will be lucky to see half of the 
stage. 

FINDING 
CUTE NUMBERS 

Last fall, while discussing the 
situation with marketing per¬ 
sonnel from the Opera Com¬ 
pany, I was informed that they 
allot their press seats solely on 
the basis of circulation. Any 
statistician will tell you that 
numbers only become signifi¬ 
cant marketing data when their 
relevance is known. The circu¬ 
lation of the New York Times 
had minor impact on the stock 
market compared to a small 
newsletter whose publisher an¬ 
nounced last month that the 
market had peaked. 

Bay Area Reporter has a 
print run of well over 20,000 
and an estimated readership of 
60,000. That may be a trifle 
compared to the Los Angeles 
Times, the Sacramento Union 
or the Fresno Bee. But if an 
audience survey were taken at 
the San Francisco Opera over 
the course of a season, I’ll bet 
the survey would reveal more 
ticket sales to patrons reading 
the local Gay press than any or 
all three of the out-of-town 
papers mentioned above. 

With the exception of the 
San Francisco Opera, I doubt 
there is a performing arts or¬ 
ganization in this town stupid 
enough to ignore the ticket¬ 
buying potential of the Gay 
population. A person would 
have to be deaf, dumb and 
blind to walk through the lobby 
of the Opera House at inter¬ 
mission and fail to comprehend 
that a significant number of 
Gays are visible in the crowd. 
That’s a blatant way of target¬ 
ing a performing arts market.

The Genuine Article

Hector Berlioz’s “dramatic 
symphony,” ROMEO AND 
JULIET has always been one 
of my favorite works of art. I 
think of it, almost reverentially, 
as a true masterpiece. To hear 
a “live” performance that does 
justice to its glorious beauty is a 
rare experience indeed. 

I am happy to report that the 
San Francisco Symphony and 
Symphony Chorus gave us 
such a performance last week. 
With Edo DeWaart leading the 
orchestra and Louis Magor in 
charge of the vocal forces, all 
elements combined for the 
major triumph of the season 
thus far. 

If I have any criticism to 
make, it is of the audience 
rather than the performers. 
Symphony patrons in San 
Francisco can display an exas¬ 
perating provincialism at times. 
Never have I been more aware 
of this than last Friday night. 

Visibly, and sometimes audi¬ 
bly bored, many audience 
members proved to be a dis¬ 
tracting nuisance. Granted, it is 
difficult to sit still for two hours. 
Perhaps an Intermission would 
have been a good idea. Never¬ 
theless, most adults can man¬ 
age to watch an entire movie 
without disturbing their neigh¬ 
bor. 

At the concert’s conclusion, 
those same morons who usual¬ 
ly leap to their feet in preten¬ 
tious admiration of anything

While forces at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera bemoan the poor 
sales for SPOT, they ignore the 
fact that their failure is based on 
the continued inability of their 
marketing staff to understand 
the demographic makeup of its 
audience. In these days (when 
disposable income is at a pre¬ 
mium) any arts organization 
that can afford the luxury of not 
knowing how to sell tickets is 
either staffed by fools or in 
grave danger of self-destruct¬ 
ing. 

But the times they are a- 
changing. Houston Symphony 
recently recruited Wallace Whit¬ 
worth away from his post as 
Marketing Director of the Tulsa 
Opera. Whitworth did a lot to 
build ticket sales in Oklahoma 
and was told that the Houston 
organization wanted to go all 
out to get new audiences. “I’m 
going to take them at their 
word,” he grinned. “I doubt 
those people have ever placed 
a Spanish-speaking ad for their 
performances. And you car 
bet there are going to be sym¬ 
phony posters in every Gay bar 


and business in Houston,” stat¬ 
ed Whitworth. 

The San Francisco Opera 
has maintained a steady policy 
that unless one writes for the 
major papers in town, they 
can’t be bothered. Last Fall I 
requested a seat for a perform¬ 
ance I knew was far from sold 
out. I was told that nothing 
could be done. That evening, 
accompanied by one of the 
singers, I walked down the aisle 
past rows of empty seats and 
took my pick. 

This newspaper has always 
received fair and professional 
treatment from every arts 
organization around the 
nation: whether it be the 

Metropolitan Opera or small 
regional performing arts 
groups. How the San Francisco 
Opera can maintain such anti¬ 
quated, asinine policies is be¬ 
yond my ken. But I think the 
time has come for the manage¬ 
ment of the opera company to 
step out of the closet, clean up 
their act, and join the rest of the 
1980’s. Christ Almighty! Even ~ 
the Girl Scouts of America are 
pushing their cookies in the 
Castro this year! ■

Sunday Lovers 

“4x0= ?”0? 

The sum of the parts do not 
necessarily equal the whole 
when you’re dealing with a 
movie comprised of four sepa¬ 


rate stories whose focal point is 
cheap sex. In SUNDAY LOV¬ 
ERS Roger Moore, Gene Wild¬ 
er, Ugo Tognazzi and Lino 
Ventura each have problems 
with getting it on, up, in and 
over and out. Each finds that 
his weekend has been made 
free (by a wife or employer go¬ 
ing out of town) to whoop it 
up. 

Moore’s British episode di¬ 
rected flatly by Bryan Forbes 
has him picking up a steward¬ 
ess and conning her into bed by 
using his boss’s limousine and 
castle to prove he is not a 
chauffer but a rich earl. 

With the help of a foppish 
butler (played with style by 
Denholm Elliot) everything is 
going swell, but then Lynn 
Redgrave drops by and Moore 
discovers that with women, less 
is better. Redgrave plays her 
part to the hilt as a Lady Chat- 
terly (accent on the chat) and 
gets Moore as tired and listless 
as the hackneyed Leslie Bri- 
cusse script. 

Forty-five minutes later, 
story two starts with Gene 
Wilder (who wrote and 
directed and is ballsy enough to 
admit it) as a chronically shy 
man who has been hospitalized 
in a mental institution because 
of his trauma with dealing with 
the opposite sex. 


Instead we get part three 
with Lino Ventura in a French 
sequence as a boss who must 
act as a pimp for a client that 
will save his company from 
financial ruin. In the end honor 
wins out; he tells the crass 
American to shove it, and 
drives up with the woman. 
Since his wife is away, he de¬ 
cides it’s better to cheat than to 
pimp. If the moral is a tad 
cheap, the acting and script are 
a bit better than what has pre¬ 
ceded. But we’re not done yet, 
as the fourth and, thank God, 
final episode brings on the first 
real laughs. LA CAGE AUX 
FOLLE star Ugo Tognazzi 
waves goodbye to his wife for 
the weekend and then finds an 
old address book. He calls on 
the women he dated in the 
past. One is 400 pounds over¬ 
weight; another is deadweight; 
one is about to be married, but 
a little too overjoyed to hear his 
voice; and the last — which 
comes as a breath of fresh air 
— is a man-eater with a mouth 
as big as Jaws and as powerful 
as a Hoover vacuum. Tognazzi, 
whose downplaying creates 
laughs where they may other¬ 
wise not be, saves the day as 
he runs back to the security of 
his marriage. 

Multi-part movies about 
amorous adventures have been 
done before — and better. If 
love andjsex was truly the way 
it is pictured in SUNDAY LOV¬ 
ERS, then as for me it will be 
Never On Sunday. (At the

THE ONLY WINNERS: 
THE AUDIENCE 

The word “masterpiece” is 
thrown around loosely these 
days so that its meaning has be¬ 
come slightly shopworn. If this 
wasn’t the case, then its appli¬ 
cation to Bruce Brereford’s bril¬ 
liant, riveting drama 
BREAKER MORANT would 
have more meaning. And right 
it should, for this Australian 
film has taken a slightly esoteric 
subject and transformed it into 
one with universal meaning, 
then enhanced by the remark¬ 
ably moving script with con¬ 
summate performances — the 
type that turn eyes into leaky 
faucets — and cinematography 
so rapturous that we are left 
completely limp in our seats. 

The story is basically a court¬ 
room drama, but its telling re¬ 
enacts the scenes under ques¬ 
tion. It is 1901 and the Boer 
War in South Africa is all but 
over, reduced to sporadic 
guerrilla warfare. When a Brit¬ 
ish unit comprised mainly of 
Australians, the Bushveldt Car¬ 
bineers (equivalent to today’s 
Green Berets) is ambushed and 
their leader is killed, Lt. Harry 
“Breaker” Morant leads an 
avenging party into a Boer 
camp. Prisoners are taken and 
executed; Morant and two 
other men are brought up on 
charges for the executions as 
well as for the mysterious death 
of a German missionary. 

The trial which became one 
of the most controversial in 
world military history was basi¬ 
cally a politically inspired kan¬ 
garoo court. Despite the sharp

defense by a small town Aus¬ 
tralian solicitor who has pre¬ 
pared his case with only one 
day’s notice, the case has been 
stacked against the three. 

The courtroom scenes are 
nothing short of riveting, espe¬ 
cially with the powerful per¬ 
formances of Jack Thompson 
as the country bumpkin lawyer 
turned tiger and Edward 
Woodward as Harry Morant. 
Brereford has made what is 
essentially a static one-room 
drama and given it a crisp, 
quick-paced interpretation that 
commands and gets our com¬ 
plete attention. 

Interwoven into this already 
searing scene are flashbacks to 
the actual incident where the 
nature of guerrilla warfare is 
exposed as well as present day 
mood-capturing scenes of the 
hypercritical gentility of 
Pretoria with its Victorian finery 
and composure. Then, charac¬ 
ter-revealing incidents from 
each man’s private life add full 
dimension to the scapegoat 
trio. 

It’s a shame that the film was 
not nominated for an Academy 
Award for Best Foreign Film, 
but it will be even more of a 
crime if you allow yourself to 
miss what is one of the truly 
fine films of this or any other 
year. (At the Lumiere)

never learned, or forgot how. 
And saddest of all, they know 
it. That is their madness. 


HOME is not an easy play to 
sit through and understand 
since it is relatively static and 
uneventful. Hence, I would not 
recommend it to the casual 
theatergoer. But those willing 
to probe and ponder will find a 
disturbing message about com¬ 
munication and isolation in 
David Storey’s play that, in 
retrospect, makes the piece 
worthwhile viewing.

ent until well into the proceed¬ 
ings. This alone is provocative 
if we ask ourselves what’s so 
crazy about the four characters 
we’ve met. Certainly the two 
ladies and two gentlemen have 
their idiosyncracies, but who 
doesn’t? And if their conversa¬ 
tions are a bit disjointed and 
hard to follow, whose aren’t? 
So why are they institution¬ 
alized? 

Storey’s answer to that ques¬ 
tion is not overtly told in 
HOME; it is more subtly reveal¬ 
ed. As we listen to the charac¬ 
ters converse, there is an ele¬ 
ment missing: the element of 
connection, of shared meaning 
and feeling that is vital to effec¬ 
tive communication. Storey’s 
characters never connect, 
never share who they are with 
each other. They can’t. They’ve 
either been taught not to, or

Stage: 

Heilman Time at A.C.T.

I felt distanced, but that 
could be my being in another 
part of the forest. ■ 


Lillian Heilman’s play AN¬ 
OTHER PART OF THE FOR¬ 
EST opened two weeks ago at 
the Geary — too late for the 
paper’s last deadline. The play 
is not one of her better-known 
works, but remains an impor¬ 
tant chunk of her chronicle of 
the notorious Hubbard clan of 
post Civil War Alabama. FOR¬ 
EST, written seven years after 
the more famous LITTLE 
FOXES, pre-dates it by 20 
years. It opened on Broadway 
in 1946. ACT’s last season’s 
LITTLE FOXES reruns from 
April 21 to May 27. 

ACT’s current production 
was a great audience pleaser — 
particularly the second and 
third acts where the moves and 
countermoves of the various 
players begin to delight the 
audience. Each family member 
advances their special project 
only to be thwarted by another 
member advancing their own 
fortunes. Son against father, 
brother against sister, husband 
against wife. 

The new breed of southerner 
— a far cry from their aristo¬ 
cratic, genteel antecedents — 
seemed doomed to inherit the 
earth. They are pragmatic, 
grasping, ambitious; in short 
they are survivors. There is less 
and less room in their midst for 
romantics. Such a one is the 
addled mother Lavinia who 
wants nothing more than to ful¬ 
fill her Christian mission with a 
school for Negro children. To 
her offspring and husband she 
is a hair this side of insanity. 
Anne Lawder plays the role 
convincingly and touchingly. 
Heilman gives Lavinia all the 
lines of her own leftist social 
conscience. For a while the 
technique works, but it be¬ 
comes too easy and Heilman’s 
soapbox shows all to blatantly. 

A heaviness hangs over this 
production and I admit I can’t 
attribute it to either playwright 
or director. I suspect it more in 
the handiwork of the director, 
Allen Fletcher. Several of the 
minor characters are overdrawn 
and get mixed in their vintage 
Alabamese. For its share the 
script is not a brilliant one — 
the humor comes and begins 
working at the halfway mark.

ABT Undergoes Major Overhaul

Our good friend Giselle is 
not the only one stepping out 
of her tombstone these days. 
Judging by their recent per¬ 
formances at the Opera House, 
American Ballet Theatre seems 
to have risen from the dead. 
The company (which has had 
major problems in the past few 
years) has undergone a dra¬ 
matic reversal of direction as 
Mikhail Baryshnikov has taken 
over the reins of leadership 
from Lucia Chase. For the 
changes evident in the spirit, 


accuracy, and style of the 
dancers, Baryshnikov deserves 
hearty applause. For years 
people have been speculating 
about the work which would be 
necessary to bring ABT around 
to the point where it could 
measure up to its past glories. 
The new administration has 
proven one point which had 
been the topic of much whis¬ 
pering: It’s amazing what can 
be done once Lucia Chase is 
no longer in the driver’s seat. 

The most impressive differ- 
ence is in the corps. Last year

they were dancing like 
quaaluded-out zombies. This 
year their work has snap, spark, 
and a unity which is not to be 
believed. They are dancing 
with a commitment that has not* 
been seen from ABT’s corps in 
years. Watching the women go 
through their paces in Act II of 
BAYADERE was one of the 
most rewarding sights I’ve seen 
on any ballet stage. 

Some of the company’s 
habitual pushing of foreign 
stars has been toned down. 
Younger artists are now getting 
a chance to rise up from within 
the company and show what 
fine, capable dancers they are. 
With Mikhail Baryshnikov un¬ 
able to perform because of a 
toe injury, Robert La Fosse 
stepped into PRODIGAL SON 
and gave one of the finest per¬ 
formances in the role I’ve seen 
to date. That’s just a hint of 
what’s happening. Other danc¬ 
ers, such as Gregory Osborne, 
Richard Schafer, and young 
Peter Fonseca are starting to 
shine. Both Hohan Renvall 
and Danilo Radojevic are 
showing a huge measure of 
growth in their dancing. Rado- 
jevic’s solo as the Bronze. Idol in 
LA BAYADERE was a breath¬ 
taking achievement in dance. 

Growth is what’s happening 
in ABT these days — an excit¬ 
ing, personal kind of growth. I 
feel sorry for those patrons 
who, infuriated that they would 
not see Baryshnikov dance, 
gave their tickets away to 
friends. What they missed was 
far more impressive than five 
minutes with Mischa. It is the 
complete turn-around of a 
company beset by bad morale, 
sloppy dancing, and general 
listlessness, into a company 
that is performing like a highly 
polished jewel. 

Some artists are showing a 
new level of maturity. Martine 
Van Hamel has gained a tre¬ 
mendous amount of confi¬ 
dence and stamina in her danc¬ 
ing. Cynthia Gregory'; always a 
major artist, brought a touch of 
Far Eastern exoticism to the 
role of the Siren in PRODIGAL 
SON which I have seen no 
other dancer pull off. Gregory 


imbued her dancing with the 
vengeful sexuality of Kali 
Durga. Her performance was a 
riveting accomplishment in 
dance theater. 

The company’s full-length 
version of LA BAYADERE was 
a welcome relief from yet an¬ 
other SWAN LAKE. BAYA¬ 
DERE is an expensive, hand¬ 
some production which glows 
with glitz. PierLuigi Samari- 
tani’s sets rival anything seen 
on the stage of the Opera 
House in recent years, and 
allow the evening to glow with 
a spectacle worthy of Cecil B. 


DeMille. 

BAYADERE features two 
major roles for women. It was a 
rare treat to have both Van 
Hamel and Gregroy sharing 
the stage. Gregory’s vengeful 
Princess Gamzatti was a fine 
foil to Van Hamel’s delicate 
temple dancer. 

What a pleasure to be able to 
report that one of America’s 
greatest banks of artistic talent 
has not run dry. ABT is now 
dancing like there is no 
tomorrow. ■ 


GAY MUSIC SOUGHT 


The New York City Gay 

Men’s Chorus is now soliciting 
original works for male chorus 
from Gay composers in prepa¬ 
ration for its Alice Tully Hall 
concerts on June 24 and 27, 
1981, the night before New 
York’s annual Gay Pride 
March, and future perform¬ 

ances. 

Aside from the benefit of 
public performance in the 

greater New York area, the 

Chorus can also pass these 
compositions on to the several 
other Gay men’s choruses in 
the United States for their con¬ 
sideration. The Chorus believes 
that its musical activity can 
speak eloquently and persua¬ 


sively in building a lasting Gay 
culture, and that there exists a 
sizable new audience who will 
appreciate such music. 

The New York City Gay 
Men’s Chorus (according to 
their PR) is an experienced, 
well-trained ensemble of 150 
singers under the musical direc¬ 
tion of Gary Miller. Organized 
in 1979, it has presented its 
repertoire to Gay and mixed 
audiences in church and con¬ 
cert hall settings as well as at 
street fairs and discos. The 
Chorus has performed classical 
selections, contemporary pop¬ 
ular songs, spirituals, folk song 
arrangements and sacred 
music. For Christmas, 1980, it 


presented the first men’s choral 
version of Gay British compos¬ 
er Benjamin Britten’s “A Cere¬ 
mony of Carols.”

Santa Clara 
Gays Respond 

OFFICIAL RESPONSE OF THE 
SANTA CLARA VALLEY COALITION 
FOR HUMAN RIGHTS TO THE STATEMENT 
OF MR. DEAN WYCOFF THAT 
HOMOSEXUALS SHOULD BE EXECUTED 

(Reported on the front page of the San Jose Mercury and News on Feb. 10, 1981) 

It appears that certain fundamentalists are saying pub¬ 
licly what we have heard them say privately, namely, that 
homosexual men and women should be put to death. 

The man who made this outrageous statement is the 
same person who, during the recent ordinance fight in 
Santa Clara County, stated that there was no need for 
Gay Rights protection because there was no discrimination 
against Gays in Santa Clara County. 

While others were repudiating Mr. Wycoffs statements. 
Rev. Charles Mcllhenny of San Francisco stated that it 
was better (and more Biblical) for Gays to be stoned to 
death. 

Since the original statement, Mr. Wycoff has been told 
that it was not prudent to publicly call for the death of all 
homosexuals, and that it was not good politics nor good 
theology to call for mass execution of over 20 million 
American citizens, who come from all walks of life. 

Gay people will not become the “Jews” of the 1980’s. 
Gays will not let themselves become scapegoats for soci¬ 
ety’s ills, nor for society’s failures. Gays have no intention 
of going quietly to concentration camps. Threats of geno¬ 
cide are not masked by invoking the name of God many 
times. 

It would appear that these so-called Christians believe 
in loving their neighbor as themselves only so long as they 
are permitted to choose their neighbor. It appears that 
their “Christian charity” is extended only to people largely 
like themselves. 

It is interesting to note that the people of California are 
reacting with horror to reports that dogs and cats are 
being killed. Yet, many of these same people would syste¬ 
matically deny the basic human rights of over 20 million 
Americans, and even call for their death.

FOUR LETTERS is the title 
of the Arch Brown opus now 
showing at the Screening 
Room. I’ve recently developed 
more of a liking for Brown’s 
films. Perhaps it’s a mellowing 
out of my overly critical nature, 
or a broadening of my tastes. 
At any rate, I’ve learned to ac¬ 
cept and basically ignore the 
plots that encumber his films 
and just enjoy the sex scenes 
which are generally of high 
quality. I found this to be true 
of his newest film, ALL TIED 
UP. So I was looking forward 
to FOUR LETTERS. 

Well, this turns out to be a 
new film, but perhaps the old¬ 
est that Brown made. Which 
bottom drawer the Screening 
Room pulled it out of I’ll never 
know. It’s a curiosity. Exhibit¬ 
ing a definite primitiveness of 
technique, it still offers some 
excellent sex and a curious in¬ 
troduction to the development 
of the Arch Brown style. 

The negative aspects must 
be dealt with first, or the enjoy¬ 
able qualities won’t be seen; 
something like the trees obscur¬ 
ing the forest. First of all, the 
movie is old. If the type of act¬ 
ors used didn’t reveal this, the 
setting and soundtrack would. 
The bedroom which houses 
most of the action is firmly “late 
psychedelic,” with the mattress 
on the floor and the day-glo 
paint jobs most of us remem¬ 
ber. The soundtrack is a crash 
course in music of the era, run¬

of Pink Floyd’s “Umaguma.” 
Not bad music, but reproduced 
terribly with distortion almost 
unbearable, and played at the 
highest decibel range. A little 
unwieldy. 

The handling of the plot and 
the editing are just next to non¬ 
existent, and most of the dia¬ 
logue seems awkwardly dub¬ 
bed in, and was out of sync at 
the screening I saw anyway. 

Not at all hard to accept, 
though, is Scott Donovan in 
the central role. He’s lolling 
nude on his bed as the movie 
opens, and is obviously a porn 
star. Although not muscled like 
today’s stars would be, he was 
a find when this movie was 
made. Hunky doesn’t begin to 
describe the aesthetic appeal of 
his thick and hairy body. 
Stocky and broad, with all his 
chunks in the right places, and 
a laid-back-attitude, Donovan 
smiles cunningly at the camera 
as if inviting all of us to ball. 
Judging from his subsequent 
behavior, he’d find this enjoy¬ 
able and untiring. He’s got 
enough wares for everyone to 
sample and is willing to spread 
the goods around. His nipples, 
eternally erect, peek out 
through a dense covering of a 
smoothly fuzzy chest, and his 
cock ranges from hanging 
heavy to hanging heavier. He 
soon gets a workout when his 
roommate arrives home from 
work. Some good cock sucking 
leads to some even better fuck¬ 
ing. Donovan’s thick cock get¬ 
ting the camera treatment it 
deserves. 

Donovan reads a letter an¬ 
nouncing the imminent arrival 
of childhood neighbor Sandy, 
who’s coming to New York for 
some unspecified reason. The 
real reason, we know, is to 
make out with Donovan. Al¬ 
though they haven’t seen each 
other in years, and one can’t 
even tell if Sandy is straight or 
not, he certainly doesn’t flinch 
when Donovan lays hands on 
him. Within two minutes of 
their reunion, Donovan’s thick 
dick is rolling around in his 
mouth. Sandy’s very fond of 
Donovan — who wouldn’t take 
advantage of this piece of flesh 
plopping down on his face — 
and happily rims the hours 
away. 

Sandy himself is goodlook¬ 
ing, tall and lean, with a cock 
that gets very hard and stands 
up at an acute angle to his 
body. It’s obvious he’s gonna 
learn all about New York, with 
most of the lessons taking place 
in Donovan’s bedroom. The 
return of the roommate only 
expands the action to a three- 
way, and time passes merrily 
with intercut sequences of 
happy boys cavorting in New 
York City and happy boys 
cavorting in bed. 

A lengthy sequence with 
Sandy modeling for a photog¬ 
rapher leads nowhere, al¬ 


though Donovan and room¬ 
mate ball with the fellow when 
he comes to deliver the prints. 
This sequence idolizes Dono¬ 
van’s cock, as he puts one 
cock-ring around his cock and 
balls and another at the base of 
his cock. With equipment like 
this it’s nearly gilding the lily, 
but sure is visual, and didn’t 
upset me at all. Sandy is some¬ 
what upset upon discovering 
the three-way, and hits the 
streets. Here he meets the 
movie’s surprise guest star, 
George Payrie, in his earliest 
film appearance I’ve seen. 

So young looking that he’s 
almost unrecognizable, Payne 
looks like a rube in the city. 
Hardly the hard-edged big city 
boy he’s become, he looks all 


of seventeen in this film and 
not that attractive. Until he re¬ 
moves his clothes, that is, and 
reveals the George Payne we 
all know. His milky white, 
smooth mounds of breasts are 
as recognizable to porn fans as 
the Statue of Liberty is to immi¬ 
grants, and his cock is as lus¬ 
cious and thick as ever. Al¬ 
though the ubiquitous cock¬ 
ring hasn’t yet been acquired at 
this stage of his career, the kick 
of seeing him so early and 
young is a high. The camera

Sandy returns to Donovan’s 
pad and resumes his three-way 
with Donovan and roommate. 
And so the movie ends, its brief 
60-minute running time 
expanded by the quality of the 
sex and the interest generated 
by Donovan and Sandy, two 
boys who know how to make 
out. I’m certainly not calling 
this an excellent movie, for its 
many flaws and creaky techni¬ 
cal aspects offer a lot for any 
viewer to rise above. But any¬ 
one with an interest in a couple 
of hot men, and a curiosity 
about the early efforts of a film¬ 
maker whose later product has 
made him one of the estab¬ 
lished names in the porno 
genre, will find this an enter¬ 
taining, and even arousing, 
film. The Screening Room 
might help it a little by turning 
the volume down some, from 
overbearing to normal. FOUR 
LETTERS is certainly an 
antique, but not one without 
certain charms, as long as it’s 
approached with a slightly for¬ 
giving nature. 

The live show I caught was a 
touch listless, although it fea¬ 
tured two attractive men. A tall 
black-haired boy demonstrated 
a talent for swinging the goods 
around, and upstaged his part¬ 
ner by appearing in the finale 
with an envious hard-on. His 
partner, an even taller Black 
boy, is an excellent dancer and 
provocative strip-tease artist. A 
strange art form, these titillation 
routines, and this one was a 
little long. It’s hard to get work¬ 
ed up at a matinee, yet this is a 
performance that demands no¬ 
thing less than intensity. It 
might be better to catch these 
fellows in the evening, when 
energy is more focused. One 
member of the audience 
snored through this particular 
matinee. 

Although it’s probably 
months away, the trailer for 
Joe Gage’s HANDsome was a 
real heart-stopper. What could 
be the ultimate JO film is on its 
way, boys! ■ 


Military Discharges Can 
Still Be Upgraded 


April I st Deadline 



Good news is available to 
many men who have been dis¬ 
charged from the military be¬ 
cause they were Gay. Although 
a discharge due to homosexu¬ 
ality is still routinely pursued 
by the military, a discharge 
these days is honorable and 
carries no loss of veterans priv¬ 
ileges. This was not so in earlier 
days. The military has changed 
tact on these earlier discharges, 
admitting that while they did 
not want Gays in the service, 
they should not be stigmatized 
by less than an honorable dis¬ 
charge. Accordingly, veterans 
who received less than com¬ 
pletely honorable discharges 
because they were Gay, or for 
other reasons, can now apply 
to have their discharges up¬ 
graded. The upgrade program 
applies to general discharges, 
lundesirable discharges and dis- 
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honorable discharges. Upgrad¬ 
ing is completely private. Suc¬ 
cess does not mean that the 
applicant must re-enter the mil¬ 
itary, but may result in restora¬ 
tion of full veterans benefits for 
those denied them. Failure to 
achieve upgrading will not re¬ 
sult in a lower discharge than 
the applicant now holds. For 
veterans with discharges older 
than 15 years, more advanta¬ 
geous rules apply until April 
1st, 1981. 

The military’s more liberal 
attitude towards veterans dis¬ 
charged in earlier days with less 
than honorable discharges cov¬ 
ers discharges due to homo¬ 
sexuality where no violence, 
coercion or minors were in¬ 
volved. If the service record 
was good, these discharges are 
now being routinely upgraded 


to fully honorable. Even where 
a service record includes dis¬ 
ciplinary problems or poor 
evalutations, an upgrade can 
be obtained if the problems or 
marks can be explained or out¬ 
weighed by good service, rec¬ 
ommendations or awards. The 
military will not contact those 
discharged, however; the initi¬ 
ative in applying lies with the 
veteran.

Those with discharges older 
than 15 years should remem¬ 
ber the April 1st deadline.
